Is Chicago growing better? 

The Chicago vice commission, after a pro- 
tracted studly of conditions here and in fifty- 
two other American municipalities, expressed 
its conviction that Chicago is nearer decen- 
cy morally than most of her sister cities. 

Now come the Shubert brothers and. an- 
nounce that because of Chicago's increasing 
piety they have closed three of their play- 
houses in this city during Holy week. 


Princess Is Shut Indefinitely. 

The theaters are the Garrick, the Lyric, 
and the Princess, all of which are under the 
Shubert management. The Lyric, it was 
stated, will be closed until Sdturday evening, 
when it will reopen with a new play. The 
Garrick will reopen on the following night. 
The Princess will be closed for en indefinite 
period, because, it is claimed, of a breach of 
contract. 

Poor business, it wae frankly stated, le the 
reason for closing the playhouses. Holy week 
in Chicago is notoriously a bad week for the 
theater people, but this is the first time that 
three theaters have ever closed down com- 
pletely for the whele of that period. 

“ People in this city,” said a theater man, 
“who at other times are steady petrons of 
the playhouses, give up that pleasure during 
the tem or fifteen days preceding Daster Sun- 
day and the number of stayawaye increases 
steadily as the time for solemnizing BHaster 
approaches. This is particularly true of the 
women, 


Season Bad One Anyway. 

“This year the theater managers’ Holy 
week troubles are complicated by a season 
that has beén anything but prosperous. None 
of the Chicago playhouses have been able 
to do much more than keep the wolf from the 
door ever since the winter season open 

“ Holy week is probably the poorest week 
of the year for theater people,”” said Law- 
rence Anhalt, Chicago manager for the Shu- 
berts. “It would be a waste of money to 
play before such small houses as we would 
be able to get. To save expense we have de- 
cided to close these three houses imme- 


diately.” 

Managers who have been looking around 
for causes for the poor businese during the 
winter are inclined to ascribe it, in part, to 
the nickel theaters. The season's plays, 
wo far as the managers are able to judge, 
have been es good if not better than the

SIXTY AMERICANS, 
REBELS IN MEXICO, 


Nearly Whole Foree of ‘‘Gen.’’ 
Stanley Williams Killed Dur- 
Ing Clash with Federals. 


WOUNDED PUT TO DEATH 


Citizen of United States Said to 
Have Been Executed After 
Capture Near Border. 


REPORT FIGHTING IN MANY STATES 


Mexicali, Mex., April 8—Gen. Stanley Wil- 
liame’ force of eighty Americans today was 
almost wiped out in a battle with Col. Miguel 
Mayot’s 500 Mexiaan regulars five miles 
south of Mexicali. Only 20 of the Americans 
left the field. 

Williams himself was fatally wounded and 
is now in the custom house here with hfs 
head torn by ea fragment from an exploding 
shell 
With half a dozen fugitives of his fleeing 
command he was overtaken by a federal 
shell. His wagon trains were captured with 
nearly all) of the stores and livestock which 
he took tn his recent raids on the ranches sur- 
rounding Mexicali 


Wounded Slain with Bayonet? 
Survivors straggling into Mexicali tonight 
declare that the federals took no prisoners. 
All those not killed by the fire of the fed- 
eral rifies, machine guns, and artillery were, 
it is alleged. slaughtered by bayonets in the 
hands of federal soldiers. 

The federals also are accused of heving 
fired on the hospital tent and ambulance 
which accompanied the rebels to the battle- 
field. Dr. W. B. Larkins, the surgeon in 
charge, who reached Mexicali with the sur- 
vivors, appealed to United States authorities 
to send Red Cross aid to the scene of the 
battle and save those they could of the 
wounded. 


Braves Big Odds in Fight. 
Every detail of Williams’ sortie from the 
intrenched position of the rebels here in Mex- 
icali emphasized the daring of his assault on 
the overwhelming federal forces. With his 
troops in the military formation of a column 
of twos he marched directly south after cross- 
ing the sixty foot wash of the New river, 
which surrounds the town on three sides and 
constitutes its most formidable defense. 
His cavalry, numbering twenty-seven, 
formed the advance guard for his infantry, 
and in the rear brought up his wagon train 
with all the supplies and live stock taken in 
his recent raide as if he were confident of 
cutting Rig way through the federals. 
On short dashes the cavalry advanced to 
reconnoiter, while the infantry waited. Two 
hours later they encountered the first out- 
posts of Mayot’s force, four miles south of 
Mexicali. 


Carry Fight to Federals. 
Williams deployed his men !n open order to 
evade as far as possible the fire of the federal] 
machine guns and artillery. The rebel battle 
line plunged into a field of barley and under 
cover of the grain advanced steadily. 

Mayot seemed surprised by the attack and 
for a time it looked as if Williams’ idea of 
doing the unexpected and taking the fight to 
the enemy might succeed. But in a few min- 
utes the barley was swept flat and the ex- 
posed insurgents were then subjected to the 
machine gun fire. 

The automatics spat viciously from the 
federals’ main position and the rebels sought 
cover in gullies, cut by past overfiows of the 
Colorado. 

Here a flanking movement by 100 federals 
surrounded them and they were quickly cut 
to pieces with no chance for escape. 


American Is Executed? 

San Antonio, Tex., April 8.—[Special. ]}—Om- 
cial information was received today from 
United States Consul Louls Hostetter in Her- 
mosillo, the capital of the state of Sonora, 
telling of the probable execution of Saleeby, 
the naturalized American citizen who was 
arrested? acroes the border from Nogales, 
Ariz.. and taken to Hermosillo. He was 
charged with trying to bribe Mexican federal 
soldiers to desert their posts on the Arizona 
line. 

Saleeby, the story ls, was tried by drum- 
head court martial at Hermosillo om April 4, 
and nothing hes been seen of him since then.

‘The open air life suited me exactly, and 
after a short time I met a young man who 
was spending a few months on the ranch, and 
with him I consented to make the remainder 
of my life’s journey. I have been wedded 
to him for nearly two years, and we both 
feel indebted to the want ad department of 
THE TRIBUNE for our great happiness.” 
A boy lived In a country town where there 
was little opportunity for advancement. He 
felt he had the education and the enthusiasm 
to accomplish worthy things. He appealed 
to his friends to get him a position in Chi- 
cago. He had determined to become an ad 
writer. 
After attempts had failed he began to study 
the want ad columns of THE TRIBUNE. A 
Chicago firm advertised for a young man to 
begin ad writing and learn the business in 
the plant. The young man came to Chicago 
and applied for the position.

Want Operations Continued, but 
Money to Pay for Labor 
Causes Emergency. 


How much wil] remain for the stockholders 
in George W. Jackeon, Inc., after the settle 
ment of affairs by the creditors’ committee 
appointed to adjust the affairs of the big com- 
pany, is pot statea publicly by the members 
of the committee. It is their opinion it will 
not be a great deal. The outstanding stock 
amounts to $2,900,000 preferred and common. 

The eecurity for the $400,000 bonus au tne 
floating debt, now said to aggregate little 
more tnan $1,000,000, is called unquestioned. 
The chief matter before the committee Is the 
settiement of imniediate requirements 80 as 
to enable the company to continue the work 
on the New York water supply tunnel, insur- 
ing the filling of that contract, and liquifying 
the largest assets The committee has $250,- 
u0O on hand, prepared to put into such re- 
quirements. : 

Two reasons for the emergency are offered. 
Mr. Jackson was reached yesterday morn- 
ing. and in a lengthy statement said the hold- 
ing up of expected payment for the Chicago 
water supp!y Construction because of the crib 
disaster of two years ago together with un- 
called for persona] malice, was respansible. 


New York Contract Is Blamed. 

Counse! for the creditors’ committee attrib- 
utes it rather to the heavy initial drain of 
resources in connection with the big New 
York contract, which so far has paid in com- 
paratively little. 

“ Considerably over half a million has been 
put inte machinery and equipment and labor 
for the work of tunneling™through the rock 
at Yonkers,” said Milton J. Foreman, one 
time attorney for Mr. Jackson, now counsel 
for the creditors’ committee. ‘“‘In return 
there has been almost nothing. At the same 
time the expenses are continuing to pile up, 
chief of which are the demgnds for labor, 
which, of course, must be met immediately. 
If they are not met the work must be aban- 
doned, the tunn<, will be flooded, the equip 
ment greatly damaged, and the contract lost 
This will be irreparable. 

** More money is needed to push this work 
If a receiver were to be appointed the cor- 
tract could not be continued unless the sit- 
ting judge were assured that it could be done 
with profit. The work is of so dangerous a 
sort that it ig doubtful if legal certainty 
could be presented. The certainty is suffi- 


| clent to convince the creditors, however, and 


this method of taking over the company's 
affairs is clearly the most advisable.”’ 


Quick Assets Are Lacking. 

To meet the claims of every sort there is 
well over a million and a half in assets. Lit- 
tle is in the form of quick assets, which ac- 
counts for the extremity. Here is the latest 
available schedule:

Cobe Confident of Outcome. 

“TIT am not taking the capital stock into 
consideration at all.’’ said Ira M. Cobe. chair- 
man of the creditors’ committee, “ but I can 
say positively that al] claims will be met. 
Bills of every sort have been*‘coming in 
since the issuance of our letter to the cred- 
itors. outside of the 60 per cent represented 
in our committee, and should all be in by 
Tuesday. On that dav there will be a meet- 
ing In this office. assets wi!! be verified and 
totaled. and some sort of a balange struck 
with the claims.”’ 

An announcement showing the faith the 
creditors have in Mr. Jackson's judgment and 
,ability emanated during the afternoon to 
the effect that $250,000 In the hande of the 
committee would be used for emergency. 
chiefly the settlement of immediate claims 
brought by laborers in the Yonkers project. 
This, it is estimated. easily will enable the 
meeting of immediats demands and assure 
the continuance of the work. Payments on 
the contract are expected to retrieve the 
investments and start the company anew 


Gives Out Jackson Statement. 

W. M. Clark, treasurer of the company, 
during the day gave out a telegraphic state- 
ment he said he had received from Mr. Jack- 
son. He denied earlier reports that Mr. 
Jackson had returned to Chicago, and said 
he had been reached at Cleveland, but con- 
tinued on to New York. 

The statement, which was dated Friday, 
was as follows:

Washington, D. C., April 8.—[Special.]—Dr., 
Enrico Servs fini, the Italian specialist now in 
Washington, finds the neurasthenic condition 
of Americans, and especially women, which 
he asserts he can cure by the simple prescrip- 
tion of silence, has developed into an impor- 
tant branch of the study of the nervous sys- 
tem and its susceptibilities according to race 
and climate. 

He has reached many important conclu- 
sions with resard to the nervous disorder. 
which he be:ieves originated in the United 
States. 

Dr. Serafini has made his study comprehen- 
sive in that the persons whom.he has studied 
during his travels throughout the United 
States embrace all classes and conditions. 
According to a translation of paragraphs of 
the manuscript he has prepared for publica- 
tion, neurasthenia is found in Hs medical 
perfect state in the women of culture and 
refinement, and he classes the disorders of 
working womer as erpatic neurasthenia. 


New York Has Most Victims. 

** New York, I find, has the largest number 
of neurasthenics because of its greater popu- 
lation,’”’ says Dr. Serafini. ‘‘ But, strange to 
say, there are more neurasthenics in social 
circles than in business surroundings. There 
are more women victims than men, and more 
young women than old ones. 

**I have found that Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish, 
for instance, is not neurasthenic, because she 
placidly accepts her social position and obll- 
gations in a methodical, businesslike way, 
which, I understand, also marked her socia/ 
struggles at Newport afew years ago against 
another well known matron. 

‘The former Miss Vivien Gould was a good 
example of a neurasthenic young person 
when approaching her marriage to Lord 
Decies. But fortunately it was a transient 
state, due to the excitement that accompanies 
the normal girl's mind at such an eventful 
time. I am sure it will not last. 


Marriage Is Big Factor. 

“Marriage, however, usually is the rubi- 
con, and often a perfectly constituted woman 
will develop the disorder from that time, with 
no other reason or for no other cause than 
an abnormal continued excitement. 

“ It also develops here that many men be- 
come neurasthenic by infection, so to speak. 
Give a quiet man a neurasthenic wife, and 
unless he be of strong will power he will soon 
show the same symptoms. Bring up a child 
in the care of a neurasthenic mother, and the 
chances are that at maturity he will havea 
set of delicate nerves. 

“ Let.a young woman with no wholesome 
duties and cares on her mind begin to find 
fault with ttle things at an early age, with- 
out check from her guardians, and she wil! 
be an excellent subject for a good dose of the 
silence cure. 


Business Is Men’s Safeguard. 


Finds Rich Women Are Most Subject : 


“POVERTY” IN WALL STREET 


Brokers Unable to Make Expenses 
Through Lack of Trade. 


LET OUT MANY EMPLOYES. 


Speculation Has Fewer Folluwers than 
at Any Time in Years. 


"* 


New York, April 8 —[Special.J]—An agent 
for a local charity organization recently 
called on the head of a prominent stock ex- 
change house who had been a patron of his 
society, but who had not turned in his regu- 
lar subscription. Expressing some surprise 
that the Wall street man had not responded 
to several appeals for money, the solicitor 
was met with this reply: 

* You ask why I have not sent in my regular 
yearly contribution. Come with me into the 
back room and I will tell you.” He led the 
agent to that part of the office where the 
working force was. The solicitor saw there a 
dozen men standing around doing nothing. 

‘* That’s my charity this year,” said the 
stock exchange member. I don’t need a 
third of these men for the business we are 
doing, or have been doing the last six or 
eight months, but I am continuing them be- 
cause they have been with me for a good 
many years and it would be impossible for 
them to get employment anywhere else.” 


Whole Street in Distress. 

This is only one of the. many phases of 
what may be called ihe distress of Wail 
street in 1911. No years since 1898 and 1x94 
have seen such smal! pickings for the broker 
as this. Coming after nine months of dull 
business in 1910, when the only activity was 
in declining markets—‘ butcher business,’’ 
as brokers call it—the days and weeks of 
low average transactions have quietly weed- 
ed out hundreds of clerks and high class 
en:ployés from Wall street offices. 

There have been many periods of dullness 
in the financial district, but none so protract- 
ed as the one that is now agonizing members 
of the stock exchange and their forces. On 
only one day in the last six weeks have the 
transactions been above 400,000 shares, and 
the average during this period is not much 
over 250,000 shares daily. This business has 
to be divided among 1,200 members, and se y- 


era] hundred different firms, whose running / 


expenses range from $10,000 to $350,000 per 
annum. 

Some of these firms employ in their New 
York office alone 75 to 100 clerks. The small- 
ast of them ought to do 500 shares of business 
daily to pay operating expenses, while the 
largest cannot make a profit unless they buy 
and sell for their customers from 7,000 to 
10,000 shares a day. 


Fail to Make Expenses, 

It has frequently been the experience of 
dozens of houses that they have not trans- 
acted a business of 100 shares a day. The 
house, whose expenses are said to be the 
largest in Wall street, recently did only 2,500 
shares in a week, One prominent house, 
which has expensive branches all over the 
country, thought itself fortunate one day 
recently to do 100 shares of * floor ” business, 
on which its commission was $2, but a mistake 
in its clearing house sheet, in entering the 
transaction, brought it a fine of $10. 

Hard luck stories are the topic of the day 
in these dull times in the street. Men who 
have served continuously with one firm fer 
@ quarter of a céntury have been let out since 
the first of the year, with perhaps a month's 
salary in advance tosoften the pein. —

Steamer Prinzess Irene.

Immigrants’ Bagg:ge Left on Board 
May Cause Some Trouble. 


New York, April 8.—[Special.]—After one 
most comfortable and best conducted ship- 
wrecks that has occurred in these parts in 
some time, 1.700 passengers of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Prinzess Irene, which 
Stranded on Lone Hill bar off Fire island, 
were landed in Hoboken this morning by the 
Prinz Friedrich Wilhelm, which went down 
there to get them yesterday. Whatever may 
have been their feelings during the un- 
certain work of transfer, they were smiling 
as they walked down the gangplank at 8 
o'clock this morning. 

Plentiful praise for Capt. Peterssen of the 
Irene and his officers and: men came from al] 
these survivors of gentle sea, and there was 
a general disposition to credit the line with 
having done every possible thing to make 
them comfortable. 

“There was no lack of discipline among 
officers or men when they realized their ship 
stranded in a dangerous place,”’ said one of 
the saloon passengers. ‘ The officer& and 
stewards were particularly solicitous In look- 
ing out for our comfort.”’ 


Calls It a ‘“‘Wreck de Luxe.” 

“It was what you might call a wreck de 
luxe™many thrills and no disaster,’’ said Miss 
Ellen Freeman, the 18 year old daughter of 
A. J. Freeman, a lumberman of St. Louis, 
returning home with her father and mother. 
“I don't think anybody was frightened. ] 
talked my best Itallan to some of the mothers 
in the steerage. They were not worried for 
the safety of the vessel, but were simply 
wondering whet was going to become of them 
—Jjust that. 

‘’* Many of the women, you see. were to 
meet husbands who had sent for them. They 
were afraid these husbands would not be 
there te meet them. Some of them were 
afraid their husbands would think they had. 
not started and would go away and leave 
them stranded with their babies in the big, 
strange land.”’ 


May Detain the Immigrants, 

There were seventy saloon passengers, 
mostly tourist folk who have been tarrying 
in Italy and Egypt for the winter. Of these 
about fifty were women and children. They 
did not hurry to leave the Prinz Friedrich, 
and all bad a comfortable breakfast before 
starting ashore. In the secend cabin there 
were 165 passengers, and they followed the 
saloon travelers to the pier, where all the 
hand baggage was examined. 

The North German Lioyd folks may find 
themselves in a fix in regard to the steerage 
passengers brought in from the Prinzess 
Irene, of whom there are 1,485.

Widower Near Bankruptcy, 
Then Drinks Fatal Cup. 


Atto ney and Gives Wealth 
to Others Before Dying.. 


Romantic id legal entanglements, marked 
by @ series of tragedies in which his death 
by his own hand was the last, were disclosed 
yesterday as possibly explanatory of the 
mystery in the poisoning of Attorney Arthur 
B. Pease, 630 Woodland Park, on Friday: 

None of these circumstances had been men- 
tioned by relatives or friends, who ascribed 
bis action in taking poison to a ft of depres 
sion because of palpitation of the heart. 

To no one was Mr, Pease’s death a great- 
er surprise than to Eedras B. Trubey, a real 
estate man residing at 425 East Forty-second 
street. Mr. Trubey’s first knowledge came 
from reading the morning newspapers. As 
he thought over the long chain of events In 
which he and Mr. Pease had figured he won- 
dered if the latest tragedy still further com- 
plicated the business and family troubles in 
which the lawyer shared. 

Mr. Trubey and Mr. Pease, eight years 
gone, both were suitors for the hand of Mra 
Luella B. Marchand, a widow, who owned 
personal and real property worth about $25,- 
000. She was Mmiife’s middle Age, good looke 
ing, and popular among her society ac- 
quaintances. She liked both her admirers 
and found’ difficulty in choosing between 
them. She consulted relatives and friends. 


Decides in Favor of Trubey. 
Following a trip to Kentucky, the home of 
her niece, Mrs. Jettie Richardson, Mrs. Mare 
chand decided in favor of Mr. Trubey. They 
Were married on April 30, 1908. In accords 
ance with an agreement between them the 
bride and groom each tore up the wille they 
had made previous to their wedding with the 
intention of leaving their joint properties te 

the survivor and their children, if any. 
Although he had lost in the matrimonial 
race, Mr. Pease still remained a friend of 
Mrs, Trubey and was a frequent caller at her 
residence. Also he often accompanied her 
to restaurants and theaters, Mr. Trubey see- 
ing no occasion for objection or criticiam— 
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propriety of the outings been changed by his 
eubsequent discoveries and the resulting 
legal entanglements. Mr. Pease did some 
legal work for Mrs. Trubey and her husband 
regerded the lawyer's visits as only natural 
and necessary. 

Only two years elapsed from the time of 
her marfiage until Mre. Trubey’s death in 
June of 1905. No children had beem born, 
Also, so far as Mr. Trubey had known, she 
had kept the pledge made when she tore up 
her will not to make another testamentary 
document. 


Learns of Secret Will. 

He was undeceived when relatives of his 
wife came from Kentucky for the funeral, 
first meeting Mr. Pease.” They amazed Mr. 
Trubey by informing him that after her mar- 
riage Mra. Trubey had made a second-will 
in which she left the bulk of her estate to 
her niece, Mrs. Richardson. 

Not only that, but she also had added @ 
codicil in which ehe gave to Mr. Pease cer 
tain personal property, including two valu- 
able vases. One she described as an Aus 
trian jardiniere and pedestal, the other as 
a blue American vase, both of which were 
' exhibited as part of the American porcelain 

collection at the world’s fair in Chicage 


Trubey was that Mr. Pease held mortgages 
and other securities worth $6,100, received 
from Mrs. Trubey.

Will Witness Also Suicide. 

He has obtained nothing, but the chain of 
events has dragged through the Probate, Cir- 
cult, end Appellate courts, and it is now in 
the Superior court again.

Whether Mn 
Pease turned the securities over to the estate 
is not known by Mr. Trubey. The hwres 
may have done so by giving them, nominally, 
to Mrs. Richardson, in which event he prob- 
abiy retained them in his capacity as her 
attorney. 


All Efforts to Gain Estate Fail. 

There also were several other phases of thig 
tigation in which Mr. Trubey’s advisers in- 
cluded former Supreme Justices Benjamsea). 
Magruder and Simon P. Shope, in addition 
to Atterneys James Hamilton Lewis and H. 
W. Standidge. 
It wae Trubey’s contention that, in the ab- 
sence of children, ke should heave more than 
half the estate—should have all the personal 
property, half the real estate and his home- 
stead rights of $1,000—-but the Supreme court 
established the [Minois law as limiting a hus- 
band’s dower to half of both the real and 
personal property. However, he got nothing, 
partly owing to an advancement of $2000 by 
his wife in ber lifetimie, and, moreover, now 
ie threatened with ouster from thé family 
residence under the bankruptcy proceedings. 
Now comes the last chapter preceding Mr, 
Pease’s suicide. The lawyer visited Mr.

Later when, with other pack- 
ing firms, the Swift people got into trouble 
with the government, it was Mr. Evans who 
laid out the line of defense which was foi- 
lowed throughout the investigation. His suc- 
cess in this matter secured him national 
prominence and reputation. 

Married Four Years Ago. 

Four years ago Mr. Evans married Miss 
Elizabeth Buford of Nashville, Tenn. They 
resided at 1512 Dearborn avenue. Mr. Evang 
was a member of several Chicago clubs, 
among them the Chicago Athletic club, the 
Glen-View Country club, and the Sigma Chi 
fraternity. He also was connected with the 
Chicago Bar association. 

The body will be taken to Nashville for

companied the body to Nashville, where it 
was taken at the special request of the widow.

MANY STILL ENTOMBED. 


Armed Men Guard Pit While 
Rescuers Are Dragged Out 
Unconscious. f 


Littleton. Ala., April 8.—[Special.]—An ex- 
plosion in the Banner coal mines near here 
today caused the death of more than 100 con- 
victs who were working uncer. contract. 

It is practically certain that 115 men have 
lost their lives. Five bodies have been re- 
covered and about thirty whites and eighty 
negroes are stil] in the shaft. Forty-five 
were taken out alive, and late in the day all 
hope of rescuing the others was abandoned. 

All except five of the entombed men are 
convicts. Work of getting out the bodies is 
necessarily slow, as the ventilation apparatus 
must be repaired. Rescuers reported seeing 


, men staggering about in the workings and 


dropping on all sides, but were unable to 
reach them. 


Rescuers Overcome by Black Damp. 

Relief work was interfered with by many 
rescuers being overcome by black damp and 
having to be dragged out. 

The Banner mines are in the western part 
of Jefferson county. They are owned by the 
Pratt Consolidated Coal company with of- 
fices in Birmingham, and are worked by 
convicts, hired from the various counties 
through the state. Most were Jefferson 


county prisoners. 

yThe explosion came at 6:40@. m. It is be- 
lieved powder set firetodust. As the fan was 
destroyed, black damp quickly spread over 


the mine. } 
Guards with shotguns were posted to keep 
back the crowds from the mouth of the mine 
and to give the rescuers full access. 
Government Rescue Agent Brown ordered 
the mine rescue car hastened from Chat- 


tanooga. 


SCRANTON DEAD NUMBER 73. 

Scranton, «’a., April 8.—The officials of the 
Pancoast Coal company this afternoon an- 
nounced that the total deaths from the col- 
liery fire was 73, including Joseph E. Evans, 
foreman of the government's rescue car.

SHOW LIABILITY FAULTS. 

Philadelphia, Pa., April 8.—An attack upon 
existing laws as to employers’ liability as 
iniquitous was made by John Haye Ham- 
mond at the closing session tonight of the 
American Academy of Political and Social 
Science. 

“The present laws not only Involve crue) 
delay in the way of relief to the unfortunate 
sufferers from industrial accidents,” he said, 
“ but result. in the diversion of the greater 
part of the relief fund provided by employers 
into the pockets of unscrupulous professional 
claim agents and lawyers of the ambulance 
chasing type. Our laws, to put !t mildly, are 
a disgrace to our country.”’

UNITED STATES LIKE RUSSIA 
REGARDING JEWS, SAYS ELIOT. 


President Emeritus of Harvard Claims 
Jewish Bankers of Europe Hold Solu- 
tion to the Race Question. 


Boston, Mase. April 8.—[Speciah)—Thet 
the American people hoki race prejudices 
was this afternoon asserted by Charles W. 
Eliot, president emeritus of Harvard, when 
he addressed the Boston council of Jewish 
Women in Temple Israel, where a meeting, 


attended by 200, was held to protest againet 


the treatment of the Jews in Russia. 

“ The American people are not well quali-\ 
fied to protest against racial prejudice, be- 
cause they are not free from it theamselves,”’ 
said Dr. Eliot. “ We exhibit meny preju- 
dices, and we should not protest against the 
treatment of the Jews in Russia on that 
ground alone. 

“ We treat alien races with an extraordi- 
nary degree of prejudice. We are doing the 
same injustices as Russia ourselves, but we 
believe in the freedom of the individual. We 
believe that an American passport ought to 
protect an American all the woridover. Rus- 
sia distinctly denied this recently to the 
Jewish-American citizen.”’ 

Dr. Eliot said that the solution of the prob- 
lem of the Jews in Russia lay largely with 
the Hebrew bankers of Burope. He said 
that these bankers, Owing to their intimate 
dealings with the government of the czar 
could force the Russian government to right 
the wrongs of the unfortunate members of 


their race.

Turn Down Arbitration Offer. 

Architects and contractors during the day 
took @ hand in the bitter jurisdictional! war- 
fare between the United Association Plumb- 
ers and the International Association Steam- 
fitters.

Report to General Assembly Suggests 
Stricter Qualifications for Persons 
Applying for Teachers’ Certificates. 


Springfield, Ill., April 8.—[ Special. )}—Radi- 
ca) changes in schoo! laws are recommended 
in the report of the Lllinols educationa) com- 
mission to the geperal assembly. Someof the 
changes in present laws asked for are: 

That no person be employed to teach in 
the public schools who is notat least 18 years 
of age. 

That no person be employed to teach who 
does not hold at the time of his employment 
@ certificate of qualifications covering the 
entire time for which he is employed. 

That every teacher must keep a clessifi- 
cation register which shail exhibit the name, 
age, attendance, and the exact standing in 
the course of study of each pupilh 

That a -board of education in cities con- 
taining a population of less than 100,v00 in- 
habitants may dismiss a teacher only for 
cause, upon written charges, and after a 
hearing before the board of education.

Dr. Reed Says Feline Even Breaks 
‘In Quarantined Room. 


GIVES SERMON ON PETS. 


Declares “‘Puss’’ Kills More Song Birds 
P than Rats. 


“Tt ie not difficult to quarantine the child 
sick with scarlet fever or diphtheria, but the 
family cat goes where it pleases and comes 
when it likes.” 

This was taken ag the text of a sermon on 
animal pets as a menace to health delivered 
in the health department bulletin yesterday 
by Dr. Charles B. Reed, inventor of the “ cat 
gibbet,” which is under construction as & 
means of exterminating the dangerous fe- 
lines of the city. 

Diseases Thrive on Cat. 

“The principal obstacie to a general and 
truthful realization of the dangers connected 
with the domestic pet is found to be the senti- 
mentaliste who are unwilling to admit that 
anything on which their affections are cen- 
tered can become @ menace,” says the bulle- 
tin. 

“The woman who refuses to give her child 
a red hot poker as a toy hes no hesitancy in 
putting into its arms the more dangerous, 
because more insidious, plaything—the fam- 
ily cat. 

“ Under normel conditions the germs of 
nearly all the epidemic and local diseases 
thrive upon the family cat. Even where the 
cat is not itself subject to the disease it easily 
spreads the contagion and occasionally does 
both. Thus in the case of diphtheria the cat 
not only has the disease itself but also carries 
it upon the mucous membranes and in the fur. 


Feet and Fur Spread Disease. 
“Influenza is spread broadcast by fur and

feet, and Hewlett recently has shown that as 


vies in virulence with the omnipresent rat. 

** Ringworms are spread in the same way, 
and germs find easy lodgment in the thick 
hair from which the stroking hand quickly 
conveys them to the human body. The germs 
of typhoid and tuberculosis are distributed 
similarly, as well as the more subtle and less 
understood germs of whooping cough, 
measies, scarlet fever, and smallpox. 

“This is more readily appreciated when 
we consider how quickly the cat Is given asa 
plaything to the lonesome child convalescing 
from some of the contagious diseases. : 

“Tt may be suggested that the same argu- 
ment applies to the dog and thehorse. This, 
we admit, although to a smaller degree and 
with extenuating circumstances. The horse 
is so valuable as a domestic aid that its good 
qualities outweigh the bad, and besides in 
both the dog and horse the possibility of con- 
tagion is diminished greatly by the more fre- 
quent soap and water baths. 


Kills More Birds than Rats. 

“It will be urged here by the cat admirer 
thet it is of value to man, since it keeps the 
rats reduced to Mvable conditions. We do 
not dispute this possibility, but the good rat 
Catcher is rare. The cat catches far more 
song birds and nestlings than rats. 

“ Both the cat and rat are undeniable men- 
aces to human Mfe amd of two evils why 
chbose both? The government scientists de- 
clare that the cockroach destroys the bed- 
bug, but no one hesitates on this account 
. destroy es many cockroaches as possi- 

an 

“These accusations are all valid agairst 
the family cat, but in much greater force 
against the midnight prowler which devotes 
‘Itself unrestrainedly to the collection of 
germs, the reproduction of ite kind, and to 
making the night hidéous. with its noises.’’ 


New York “Death Cup” Ordinance. 

New York has taken the first step towards 
the abolition of the common drinking cup 
by adding to its sanitary code an ordinance 
prohibiting its use. The ordinance, which 
goes into effect after Oct. 1, 1911, is as fol- 
lows: 

“The use of a common drinking cup or 
receptacie for drinking water in any public 
place or in any public Institution, hotel, the- 
ater, factory, public hall, or public school, or 
in any ralilroad station or ferry house in the 
city of New York, or the furnishing of such 
common drinking cup or receptacle, for use 
ie any such place, is hereby prohibited.”

A boy was fatally burned and his mother 
and her five other children were probably 
fatally injured when a kerosene stove ex- 
ploded in their home, South Fifty-sixth court 
and West Twenty-second place, in the town 
of Clyde.

assistance of neighbors the injured were car- 


ried out of the burning building. 

When revived at the hospital Mrs. Podotil 
said that she was about to place the children 
in bed when the kerosene stove exploded, 
throwing oil over them.

Division of Relief Fund Will 
Rest Pending Conference, 


WOMEN PRESENT NEW IDEAS 


Citizens’ Committee to Hear Wives but 
Think Old Pian Best. 


Widows of the firemen killed In the stock- 
yards disaster of last December have post- 
poned further protest against following the 
plan for distributing the $210,000 fund origi- 
nated by the citizens’ relief committee until 
after the conference between Harlow N. 
Higinbotham, chairman of the committee, 
and Mrs. A. J. Moriarty, president of the 
Stockyards Fire Survivors’ association 

A hearing of the women’s objection# was 
approved at the Friday meeting of the relief 
committee and the appoiniment with Mrs. 
Moriarty has been fixed for tomorrow morn- 
ing. | 


Immediate Partition of Fund Asked. 

The demands of the women are chiefly two. 
One ia for the immediate distribution of the 
money, instead of the trusteeship of the 
fund, which allows the mother s interest on 
the $2,000 placed in trust for each child, 
the principal to be turned over to the chil- 


‘dren on reaching maturity. The other de- 


mand is for the pro rata apportionment of 
the funds for the widows, rather than dis- 
tribution according to the earning power of 
the firemen. There also is. a demand for 
representation on the committee. To all of 
these the committee is still opposed, but will- 
ing to listen to the claims of the women. 


Higinbotham Favors Original Plan. 

“With the exception of the lack of pro- 
vision for two of the widows, due to a mis- 
understanding of the disposition of the regu- 
lar benefit funds, we still favor the origina! 
plan,” said Mr. Higinbotham. “ Past experi- 
ence goes to prove to our satisfaction that 
our ideas are right. At the same time the 
only purpose of the fund was clearly the 
aiding of the women, and their opinions are 
wanted. If they can show us we are wrong 
we will change the plans. We hope, how- 
ever, to convince them that we are right 
vur only interest is In their welfare.” 

The women express themselves as satis- 
fied, temporarily, with the offer to confer 
wiitu Mrs. Moriarty. If that conference is not 
successful they say they will carry their fight 
to the courts.

Lilies More Abundant than 
Ever, but American Beau- 
ties Are Scarce, 


RAMBLER ROSE IN FAVOR. 


Expert Tells of Supply and | 
Gives Idea of Church and ~ 
Other Decorations.

Easter is the greatest of all festive days, 
where flowers come into prominence, and 
for this occasion the growers of both plants 
and cut flowers put forth their best efforts. 

it was predicted a month ago that there 
would be an overabundant stock in all lines, 
but on account of weather conditions the sup- 
ply has shortened. Still there will be enough 
in nearly all lines to supply the demands. 
The window displays in the flower shops each 
year become more elaborate. 

Lily Is the Preference, 

The preference at this season in the potted 
plants is the lily, and the supply never has 
been greater or the quality better then this 
year, and as Chicago is a lily growing center 
it is promised that there will be an abundance 
of both plants and cut flowers with prices 
within the reach of all. 

The calla has lost its prominence the last 
few years as a pot plant, but as a cut flower 
who can help but admire its tall stately gro- 
tesque blossoms, and in connection with the 


“other lilies it is used extensively for church 


decorations. . 

Next come the tulips, hyacinths, narcissus, 
jonquils, and lily of valley in pans and boxes. 

Next to these plants the azalea. No plant 
is so popular for its beauty and lasting quali- 
ties. It is unfortunate that there is a decided 
shortage, and good azalea plants are at a 
premium. This is due to the enormous de- 
mand. It takes three years for a plant to 
reach a fair size. There consequently will be 
about 25 per cent decrease in the number of 
plants this season. 


Rambler Roses in Favor. 
Rambler roses are coming to the front as 
pot plants and this year, next to the lily, they 
year in these roses. Not only are they 
to be obtained in the bush and pyramid 
are most favored. There is a new feature this 
form, but in varied shapes, the growers hav- 


are most sought for, and the quality this year 
is unsurpassed. ' 

Never before at Eastertide has there 
been such scarcity of American beauties. 
This undoubtedly is due to all growers over 
forcing at Christmas.- The plants probably 
have not recuperated. Those who have @ 
preference for this rose will have to be cop 
tent with supplying its place with other va 
rieties. 

The magnificent Killarneys, pink and white, 
red Richmonds and cardinal, jong stemmed, 
bright follage; and unsurpased in quality 
with all the other varieties of roses, including 
Rhea Reid, Mrs. Marshal Field, Uncle John, 
My Maryland, brides and maids, ivory sun- 
rise, Chatenay, Mrs. Jardine, with several 
other varieties, the most fastidious tastes in 
the rose line should be suited. 


Carnations at Their Zenith. 

Carnations just now are beautiful, the 
stems, stiff and eighteen to twenty inches 
long, with massive flowers and many varie- 
tles to choose from. The many beautiful 
shades and colors are bewildering. The white 
lead at this time, white perfection and en- 
chantress being most plentiful. 

There is an untold variety of other cut flow- 
ers, embracing narcissus, snap dragons. 
stocks, daisies, calendulas, jonquils, tris, 
pansies, mignonette, sweet allysum, and 
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African daisies. The endless varieties and 
many colored sweet peas that are becoming 
more and more in favor are in good supply. 

A few violets, both single and double, 
still remain to swell the collection, and sure- 
ly one could not wish for a greater accumula- 
tion to select from. 

Orchids now are displayed in every up to 
date store. The call for this flower for all 
purposes has become so general as a com- 
mercial cut flower that many growers are 
adding houses exclusively for grchids to their 
establishments. 


Baskets as Easter Gifts. 

A handsome green willow basket, high, 
square handles, filled with Easter lilies, either 
plants or cut flowers, decorated with white 
ribbon, keeping a green and white effect, is 
the most popular Easter gift. 

A striking gold basket of cut roses, in light 
shades, with a few sprays of lavender stocks, 
asparagus, end maiden hair fern, with a 
combination of yellow, pink and blue shades 
of ribbon, make an up to date French ar 
rangement of Paris shops. 

It is a sad feature with the American florist 
that they neglect art in the making up and 
arrangement of baskets that is recognized in 
the work of our foreign brothers. We should 
be able to compete with them from an artistic 
standpoint. Other baskets that meet with 
favor are of foliage plants, while baskets of 


sweet peas, fashioned for corsage bouquets, 
with violet baskets, with corsage of violets, 
enhanced with ribbons or cord, are much in 
favor. The old-fashioned colonial bouquet is 
also reciving marked attention. 


Crosses and Other Designs..

ATHENS, March 16.—‘‘ All Greece ig one 


Wy great museum! " said my native guide, Con- 
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' #tantuine, as we walked through the wonder- 
ful coliectiong at Athens. 

“Go down into the earth anywhere and 
you may find choice marbles, graceful pot- 
tery, and carved golden jewelry, which were 
used in the days of Homer and Hesiod. Every 
time a foundation is dug something new is 
discovered and many of the great finds have 
been by accident. The whole country ig a 
treasure house, whose vaults need only the 
pick and spade to unlock them.” 

I was struck with this fact as I walked 
through the Nationa! museum today. At its 
entrance is a corridor filed with broken 
gtatues of beauty eaten by salt water and 
half covered with shells. They were taken 
from the sea near the Island of Kythera, 
only a short time ago. 

The Greeks were diving for sponges when 
they came upon the wreck of an ancient 
-' vesse) lying one hundred feet below the sur- 

' face. It was filled with bronzes, marble 
» statues, and other objects of art, dating back 
7 to some years before Christ. Where the 
> marble was exposed to the water it had been 


© eaten away, and its beauty largely destroyed. 


» Where covered with sand it was as beauti- 


' ful as when the ship was lost. There is one 
' head, for instance, which is perfect, while 


the body is a honeycomb of mold and decay. 
Bronze Statue of Paris. 

Among the bronzes taken from that vee 
gel ig a statue of Paris, of more than Hfe 
size, which has been allotted the place of 
honer in the bronze room of the museum. 
It representgthe nude figure of a youth who 
is stretching out his right hand and evi- 
dently giving an apple to the goddess whom 
he has picked out as most beautiful. The 
bronze is of a rich old green, and it stands 
on a pedestal The statue came up broken, 
but it has been restored by artists from 
Paris at a cost of $20,000, and it is now es- 
teemed one of the greatest of the new finds 
from the ancient world.

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FAKE MARQUIS FOOLS PARIS 


Bold Adventurer, Welcomed by 
Society, Weds Wealthy Widow. 


POLICE NOW ON HIS TRAIL. 


Scamp’s Popularity Leads to His Being 
| Found to Be a Bigamist. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, April 8.—A bewildering case of im- 
personation has kept Paris laughing all the 
week, while it has plunged in consternation 
the old French aristocracy, whose proverbial 
exclusiveness is held up to genera! ridicule. 
The affair finds a historica) parallel in the 
notorious case of the English butcher, Arthur 
Orton, who passed as Sir Roger Tichborne. 

Marquis Paul de Roquefeuille, one of Paris’ 
most popular society men, a member of sev- 
eral smart clubs, and lionized in the best 
society for the charm of his appearance and 
manners, and who married the Comtesse de 
la Bourmene, has been identified by the se- 
cret police as Paul Reiss, alias Gallett, alias 
Tiseeband, son of a wine seller, and wanted 
by the police here and in other countries for 
swindling and bigamy. The name Rouque- 
feuille, assumed by the adventurer, belongs 
to a rich and ancient family. 


Went to Argentina. 

The false marquis has had adventures all 
over the world. Born in 1855, he began his 
career in 1875, when he left Paris for Buenos 
Aires in company with a wealthy coffee 
planter. There he became bankrupt and re- 
turned to Paris with a great deal of money, 
which he spent in a few months. He then 
managed to obtain funds on false promises 
and traveled in Italy; India, and China. 

Nothing more was learned of him until he 
appeared in Algeria as a novice in the Trap- 
pists monestary, which he left in 1885 to be- 
come the editor of La Verite, which con- 
ducted a campaign against anti-Semitism. 
At that time he became a friend of the real 
Marquis de Roquefeuille, then a lieutenant 
in a regiment of hussars stationed at Algiers 

The marquis died shortly after, and Reiss 
appropriated all his papers. Armed with 
these family documents, he traveled some 
years in Italy and Spain. Noone knows how 
he lived. 

Reappears at Paris 

In 1907 he reappeared at Paris, a reserved, 
g006 looking, midéle aged man, and, thanks 
to his assumed title of Marquis de Roque- 
feuillie, moved in the best circles. While on 
a trip to Italy in 1909 he met the Comtesse 
de Bourmene, a wealthy widow and a most 
popular Paris hostess. So well he played his 
part that they were married at Paris. 
Charles de Mouy and Joseph Blondel, genera! 
attorney to the high court of justice, acted as 
witnesses at the wedding ceremony. The 
elderly bride and her busband, twenty years 
her junior, lived happily, dividing their time 
between their country house in Touraine, 
their Paris mansion, a house at Brussels, and 
a villa at Cannes. They entertained royally, 
and invitations to their receptions, where 
everybody who counted in diplomatic, polit- 
feal, and social circles were to be found, were 
eagerly sought for. 


Popularity His Undoing. 

Their great popularity was, however, the 
cause of the pseudo marquis’ undoing. In 
December last @ glowing report of one of 
their receptions in the society papers at- 
' tracted the attention of a memher of the 
Roquefulile family, who called on the false 
noble and asked for an explanation. The 
one he received did not satisfy him, and, in 
order to clear up the mystery, he placed the 
matter in the hands of the secret police, with 
the result that on Monday & warrant was 
issued for the arrest of the person known age 
the Mraquis de Roquefeuille. 

The adventurer seems, however, to have got 
wind of the danger, because neither he nor 
bis wife could be found. They quitted Paris 
two weeks ag», leaving no address.

of Gabriele d’Annunzio. 


THREATENS TO “SELL UP.” 


Genius Won’t Fulfill Contract and Says 
He Has Nothing. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.- 

ROME, April 8.—Italy has not for some 
time heard much of Gabriele d’Annunzio, as 
he has been living in France. somewhere out- 
side of Paris, although there were vague ru- 
mors of his. friendship for Isadora Duncan 
and the wonderful things he was going to 
write for her. 

However, he has been brought forcibly to 
mind these days by the appearance un the 
scene of a certain Sig. Del Guzzo of the Ar- 
gentine Republic. If the apostie of the beau- 
tiful does not do something, and do it quick, 
the man from South America is going to 
**gell him up.” 

Now to “sell up” Gabriele d’Annunzio 
would tax the ingenuity of a great finan- 
cier, as. if he himself can be believed; he 
has nothing to sell. 

The debts of the greatest modern ItalHan 
poet are spread broadcast, while the only 
things he owns are some thousands of manu- 
scripts, a house in the country, and a most 
extensive wardrobe. The last named is 
with him tn France. The house is only rented, 
and the manuscripts are no one knows where. 


Del Guzzo Is Not Discouraged. 

Notwithstanding this, Del Guzzo is not dis- 
couraged and says he will sell the furniture 
in the poet’s country house, the celebrated 
*“Capponcina,” if he does not at once fulfill 
a contract. 

It seems D’Annunzio agreed in black and 
white and with all due legal forms to give 
a stated number of “ conferences’ in the 
Argentine Republic at a stated period, and 
@iso was to write an ode for the centenary 
of Argentine independence. This he entire- 
ly failed to do, but all the same he pocketed 
a large sum which Del Guzzo handed over 
to him “ for his personal needs and to pay 
for his trip to South America.” 

Since the money was paid and spent, 
4’Annunzio has kept quiet, and now the mo- 
ment has arrived when the impresario from 
“Argentina wants to be compensated because 
the great man will not keep his contract. 


Creditor Is Breathing Fire. 

Thus Del Guzzo is in Florence breathing 
fire. He bas done his best to unearth D’An- 
nunzio, but without success, and has nothing 
to show for his money except a second hand 
automobile once belonging to D’Annunzio, 
seventeen manuecrpts which he is under con- 
tract not to sell for less than $10,000, and his 
much lacerated feelings. 


He will sell the furniture of “ Cappon-, 


cina,” but, alas, even that will do him little 
good, as they say the “ clever "’ poet removed 
all he cared for to his unknown destination, 
and what will be yielded by what he lef: will 
have to be divided among hundreds of hungry 
creditors. 

“Capponcina” is a most charming re- 
treat near Florence. It nestles among hills 
and, looking towards the domes of the city, it 
dates from the fourteenth century, and had 
been furnished by the poet in keeping with 
its age and architecture. It was real rein- 
carnation, and it is this rest that Del Guzzo 
so ruthlessly proposes to uproot. As the 
poet himself would say, “ he is a barbarian 
and lacke the poetic soul.” 

Poet Encounters an American. 

D’Anpunzio knows few Americans, and 
they also lack the poetic soul, but he had one 
famous encounter with an American which 
caused all Rome to laugh. They were din- 
ing with a countess, together with a large and 
most aristocratic company. Before the din- 
ner D’Annunzio entertained them with a dig- 
quisition on genius, and on the place which 
it gave its fortunate possessor. 

All seemed much impressed, but when they 


filed in. to dinner the poor genius was left 


behind with the American, who, as the poet 
signed him to pass, bowed and said: “ Pray, 
proceed. I am neither a genius nor aristo-

ACT TO GUARD LIFE OF POPE 


Vatican Authorities Stirred by 
the Desanti Shooting. 


KEEP AN EYE ON VISITORS. 


Pontiff Yields Unwillingly to Merry 
Dei Val’s Plea. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

ROME, April 8—[Special.J—The vatican 
authorities realize that had Desanti, who 
ehot a priest in St. Peter's on Tuesday and 
confessed he intended to attempt the pope’s 
life, been more intelligent and determined 
he could easily have reached the papal apart- 
ments. 

Consequently they have decided to increase 
the surveillance over the apostolic palaces 
and take special precautions in guarding the 
pope. 

Cardinal Merry de? Val conferred with 
the papa] major domo, the prefect of the 
apostolic commanders of the gendarmes, and 
Swiss guards. The result was a@ sugges 
tion that gendarmes and Swiss guards in 
plain clothes should be stationed in uhe papal 
ante-chambers with orders not to allow 
on any pretext any one to enter the audi- 
ence chamber unless provided with a ticket 
from the major domo. 


Visitors Must Be Escorted. 

It also was decided that visitors to the 
vatican gardens should be escorted by gen- 
darmes and that tickets for collective audi- 
ences or religious functions should not be 
given any one not personal acquainted with 
the major domo or provided with a letter of 
introduction from a responsible person. 

When the pope takes his daily walk in the 
gardens he is accompanied by four noble 
guards. 

The pope at first was unwilling to submit 
to these measures, which he said restricted 
his persona! liberty, and he considered them 
unnecessary as he felt sufficiently protected 
by Providence, Cardinal Merry del Val, 
however, convinced him the anti-Clericals 
were as dangerous as anarchists, and per- 
suaded him the precautions fully were justi- 
fied. 


Pope Yields Unwillingly. 

The pope unwillingly promised to discon- 
tinue the practice of receiving his fellow 
countrymen from Venice informally, as it 
had been pointed out that had Desanti, who

VITERBO, April 8.—The proceedings in the 
trial of the Camorrists today opened with the 
examination of Gennaro Ascrittore, who Is 
accused of having denounced De Angelis and 
Amadeo as the murderers of Cuoccolo in 
order to save the real assassins. He said in 
substance: 

“Two days before the murder De Angelis 
came to my home to engage a room for three 
days. Later I understood this was a ruse to 
aid him In establishing an alibi after Cuoccolo 
had been killed. Some time afterwards he 
returned to my house disguised as a coal 
heaver and, opening bi coat, exhibited a 
dagger. I allowed him to sleep in the court- 
yard. 

‘‘Later he came to me clean shaven and 
explained his former disguise by saying that 
he was at Castellammare Adriatico when 
Vitozzi arrived theme to make inquiries in 
the interests of Enrico Alfano, who was then 
under suspicion. De Angelis said he feared 
arrest and fied. He showed a wound in the 
leg which apparently had been caused by a 
penknife. His actions from the first con- 
vinced me that he was one of the murderers 
of Cuoccolo.” 

Ciro Vitozzi, the priest, when brought into 
court with the other prisoners spoke of the 
approaching Easter, and said he hoped his 
ascension to heaven would come soon in the 
form of his liberation.

Archeological Exhibition Opened 
at Italian Jubilee at Rome. 


IN THE DIOCLETIAN BATHS. 


Works of Civilization of the Ancient 
Republic and Empire. 


ROME, April &8—The archzological exhibi- 
tion, one of the best features of the Italian 
jubilee, was inaugurated at the Baths of Dio- 
cletian today in the presence of the king and 
queen, German Crown Prince Frederick Wil- 
liam, and the German crown princess, com- 
missioners of foreign countries, diplomats, 
and cabinet ministers. 

The sovereigns, accompanied by Count di 
San Martino. president of the International 
art exhibition, and Mayor Nathan, were 
shown through the buildings by-Prof. Ru- 
dolfo Lanciani, the archaeologist and writer, 
who described what had been done in re- 
deeming the celebrated baths, for many 
years given over to wintshops and coalyards, 
and in collecting there the works of civiliza- 
tion accomplished by republican and imperial 
Rome. 

AH the thirty-six provinces of the Roman 
empire in Europe, Africa, and Asia have con- 
tributed to the exhibition, aided by an ap- 
propriation from the government of only 
$100,000. King Victor Emmanuel and Queen 
Helena much admired the unique collection 
and congratulated Prof.Lanciani, also thank- 
ing the representatives of foreign countries 
who had contributed casts of sculptures, mod- 
els of buildings. and many original objects. 
The exhibition is designed to be permanent.

Tories Attempt Filibuster in 
Order to Prevent Victory 
of the Liberals. 


HOME RULE REAL ISSUE. 


Irish Already Making Slate for 
Leaders in House on Col- 
lege Green.

LONDON, April 8&.—The fight over the veto

eral government. 

For the present, however, the filibustering 
is carried on with such energy and determina- 


| tion by the Tories as to suggest that they are 
resolved to die in the last ditch. Their pro- 


| poeed amendments to the bill number several 
, hundreds ,amd even threaten to reach the 


thousands, and in spite of the patient and 
lengthy debate on each amendment, the min- 
istry does not succeed in making any serious 


| inroad on the ever rising mountains of fill-

bustering proposais. 

Thus, after two days of debate on the 
amendments, the only result was that the 
humber of pages of amendments was in- 
creased by two. 


Tories Doomed to Fail. 

But even such a formidable array of obsti- 
nate hostility means Mttle. The Tories have 
to save their face before their constituencies 
and to make at least a pretense of fighting a 
great battle in the last defense of the house 
of lords. : 

The ministers are biding their time. They 
do not apply the closure rule except in the 
mildest forms; they do not prolong the hours 
of the sittings and they do not utter any 
threats, but everybody knows that this state 
of things cannot be allowed to last. 

When the government is convinced that the 
Tories have given a sufficient indication to 
the country that filibustering is their settled 
policy, Asquith will come down with a drastic 
closure and will, if necessary, have all night 
sittings and will force the veto bill through 
rapidiy and mercilessly. 


Tories Eager to Quit. 

The Tories will raise tremendous shouts 
of execration and will charge Asquith with 
gagging free debate and perhaps there may 
be some angry and violent scenes in the house 
of commons, but really the Tories them 
selves will be relieved at being liberated 
srom the tedious and deadly toil of propos- 
ing senseless amendments and making futile 
appeals and delivering the same dreerily 
monotonous speeches. 

Filibustering is a game which ultimately 
proves more tiresome to the filibusterer than 
to anybody else. 

It is doubtful if the severe measures will 
be taken till after Easter. 

The different sections of the government 


coalition meet the filibustering in the right . 


way. Few Liberais ever enter the debate 
and the Labor members also are unusually 


silent. 


Irish Silent During Fight. 

But the Irish nationalists were most tact 
ful of all. Since the first night of the debate 
neither Redmond nor any other of the Irish 
leaders has said one word. They sit silent, 
watching the game, and determined not to 
play into the hands of the Tory flibusterers 
by speaking. 

This attitude of perfect self-restraint and 
self-suppression has immensely impressed 
everybody and is an extraordinary exampie 
of the loyalty, unity, discipline, and political 
sense of this party. 

In the meantime the Tories still are divid- 
ed as to their ultimate policy. One section 
still declares for the entire reconstruction of 
the house of lords and another for a partial 
reconstruction, while the Morning Post 
voices the opinion of the still obstinate old 
Tories against all attempts to reform the 
chamber at all. 


Lansdowne Bill No Solution. 

Lord Lansdowne’s bill remains in the clouds 
while he recovers from his serious Illness, 
and when it is produced it is much more likely 
to make the confusion worse confounded 
than to help the Tories out of the impossible 
situation. 

Already A. J. Balfour is preparing for a 
retreat on the house of lords’ bill by falling 
back. 

Ireland and home rule are being pushed 
every day more to the front as the real bat- 
tleground between the parties, but here also, 
though the fight is obstinate and prolonged, 
the general feeling everywhere is that it is 
a sham fight with a foregone conclusion, 


Colonial Men Aid Cause. 

Preparations for a magnificent reception of 
the colonial premiers and the other colonial 
visitors already are being made, and most of 
the prime ministers will attend the dinner 
being prepared for them by Redmond and 
the Irish party. 

While no speeches will be expected, these 
distinguished visitors by their presence at 
such a banquet will sufficiently indicate their 
already well known and frequently pro- 
noucceéd stand in favor of home rule. 

Everything, in short, seems now to be 
working towards making home rule inevit- 
able, and already in private conversation the 
prophets are allotting places in the parlia- 
ment at College Green to the leading mem- 
bers of the Irish party, and there is keen 
competition, half seriously and half jokingly, 
among the several members for the piace of 
the speaker in the first Irish parliament since 
1800. 

Heard Gladstone Farewell. 

I have seen four great English parlla- 
mentarians take leave of the house of com- 
mons without knowing or even guessing at 
the moment that ft was their farewell. 


It was from the press gallery of the house. 


that I heard Disraeli in the late ‘70s make 
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liam Harcourt on his eastern policy which 
was to be his swan song. 

Some years later I saw Gathorne Hardy, a 
great Tory leader and writer, standing at the 
bar of the house, looking down at the scene 
with a wistful air. It was his unspoken 
farewell. 

I was also present when Mr. Gladstone 
made his last speech in the house of com- 
mons; the ease of manner, the evenness of 
the voice, the perfect grace of the gestures, 
and the simplicity and quietness of the lan- 
guage all suggested 4 man who was almost 
beginning instead of ending his pariia- 
mentary career. 

It was only when I went into the lobby that 
I realized what I had seen. I spoke to a 
wrually and habitually self-controlled men, 
but it appeared to me, and it came with a 
strange sense of surprise, that there was a 
tremor in his voice, and then I knew that 
Gladstone had gone from the house of com- 
mons forever. 

The other evening, seated in one of the cor- 
ridors of the outer lobby where visitors speak 
to members, this same man passed me. We 
have always been good friends, but men with 
best friends in the house often pass each 
other in the lobbies, so hurried is their life 
and preoccupied their minds. 


Members Are Intimate. 

I was a little struck then by the fact that 
my friend paused for a moment to salute 
me, and I thought there was an upusuel ex- 
pression on his well known face, Ané there 
was. It was Mr. Haldane’s slight but elo- 
quent message of farewell to the house and 
to one of its members with which he had ac- 
quaintance of more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Membere of a body such as a legislative 
chamber, where men have to live in euch intt- 
macy with each other, especially when they 
ghare the same ideas, come to have some- 
thing of a family (or shall I say class fellow) 
sentiment for each other, and an old member 
ean scarcely see another-leave the company 
without feeling a pang. I hdve felt that pang 
since I read in the papers that the house of 
vgommons knew Mr. Haldane no more. 

Almost from the first moment he entered 
the assembly he has taken his place without 
effort. without question as one of its great 
spirits. He belongs to the race whose intel- 
lectual distinction was brought into relief 
by a certain detachment of mind and even 
of appearance. Like Gladstone and like Ags- 
quith, Mr. Haldane could never be mistaken 
for anything but a university man—for the 
instinctive student and thinker who often 
geems a stray figure in the rough and tumble 
of political life. The physical appearance of 
men also conveys this impression. 


Lived Confined Life. 

The always pale cheek, the strong, large 
hose, the heavy brow, the, full person, the 
eyes rather abstracted. all suggest the man 
who, in a university hall or perhaps evenina 
cloister, pored over books al! day and through 
the vigils of the night, and rarely went into 
the sunshine, and found his relaxation tn the 
good cellars and the excellent cuisine of his 
college or hig cloistered monastery. 

The appearance was not deceptive, for in 
a way Mr. Haldane led the life of the unl- 
versity don or the cloistered monk. He was, 
as everybody knows, a great chancery law- 
yer, and what man pores so Over the printed 
or manuscript page; what other professiona! 
man reads s0 many tomes of ancient learn- 
ing. has vigils so prolonged? It is no wonder 
that Mr. Haldane’s cheeks are pallid or that 
often his eyes suggest weary hours of read- 
ing and study. 

If he had not been the man of tremendous 
physique he is he would have broken down 
long ago. But the strong featured face and 
the massive body are incasing a constitution 
that suggests more than human strength. 

He is so good humoreéd that a friend can 
gay anything to him, and tn trying to convey 
his massive strength to an American journa! 
during a terrible series of all night sittings 
I described him as suggesting something 
“between a dromedary and an elephant,” 
whereupon he gave his usual enigmatic smile. 
But this extraordinary strength of brain and 
of body has been subjected to cruel tests. 
His work in the law courts was sufficient to 
exhaust any man, and they necessitated. ris- 
ing in the small hours of dark, dreary, lonely 
mornings and standing and talking in stuffy 
courts for bours daily. But they were only 
a part of the man’s activities. ) 


Haldane’s Great Physique. 

Every night you saw him in the house, 
speaking on the floor, more frequently con- 
versing wtih this man and with that, quiet 
and vigilant, never saying a useless word, 
mever moving through the crowd without 
gome definite purpose. But there, again, his 
activity did not end. You would find him in 
some room of a government department. 
often when his own friends were not in power, 
investigating either some great question of 
explosives (a knowledge of science is part of 
his equipment) or setting to work some 
mighty new machinery for the better educa- 
tion of the people. 

And then, {f you went up and down the 
country, you perhaps htard him read a lec- 
ture destined to propagate some great idea 
or scheme. And this multifarious and gigan- 
tic work was done with the same absolute 
composure, the same easy smile, never a 
sign of fatigue or boredom, always the same 
quick mipé in the body that walked with de- 
liberation but always with vigor. 

Mr. Haldane was only able to accomplish 
#0 much by extending his day to nearly dou 
bie the working day of even more active 
Men, and he extended the day by shortening 
the night. This man whom_you never saw 
yawning (even the inexhaustible Gladstone 
used to yawn) was seldom in his bed for more 
than four or five hours a night for many 
years. Then he became war minister and

Lord Derby, one of the four so-called ‘‘ Cat- 
skin ” Barls, whose earldom dates from 1485, 
when it was bestowed upon the second Lord 
Stanley by Henry VII. in returm for the 
crown of England, which he had placed upon 
the head of that monarch on the battlefield 
of Bosworth, is at present the most popular 
figure in English life, especially among his 
countrymen of gentle birth. 

The reason for this ts his extraordinary 
lapse of memory in the witness box, when 
called upon to testify the other day in the 
slander case brought in London by young 
Baron Maurice de Forest against his moth- 
er-in-law, the Dowager Lady Gerard, and 
against her brother, Harry Milner. The latter, 
who is widower of that Caroline Duchess 
of Montrose who was so famous on the turf, 
racing under the name of ‘“ Mr. Manton,” 
ls the controller and manager of the exten- 
sive estates of Lord Derby, who is one of 
the wealthiest of British peers, and Baron 
de Forest, who is a natural son of the late 
Baron Hirsch and one of his chief heirs, 
charged Milner with having maligned him in 
the eyes of Lord Derby by informing him 
that he, the plaintiff, had been guilty of bru- 
tality toward the baroness.

Lord Derby was the first witness called. 
The trial, which royalty had done everything 
in ite power to avert, had been put off three

It was not that the actual 
charges of Baron de Forest were of any par- 
ticular importance. But it was the number 
and the rank of the witnesses that had been 
gubpcenaed by the baron's lawyers in the af- 
fair, including at least one royal prince, and 
it was proposed to submit each one of them | 
to a cross examination which might have | 
laid bare many an oddity Mable to miscon- 
struction by the masses.

A notable Instance of this peculiarity was 
furnished by the case of Maj. Edmund Bart- 
telot of the Coldstream guards, second in 
command of Stanley's Emin Pasha relief ex- 
pedition. The major was murdered by his 
fellows and Sir Henry Stanley, Instead of 
saying naught but what wes kindly or, fail- 
ing that, maintaining silence cn the subject, 
cast aspersions upon Barttelot’s tair name, 
affecting not only his conduct, but also his 
humanity, and even his honor.. In one word, 
he insisted that Barttelot had brought his 
Own fate upon himself, and hed actually de- 
served it, owing to his cruelty to the natives, 
and his drunkenness, 

These charges were bitterly resented by 
Barttelot’s many friends, relatives, and 
comrades, while they cut to the heart to 
such an extent the aged father of the un- 
fortunate officer, old Sir Walter Barttelot, 
untll then a hale and hearty member of the 
house of commons, and the fimest type of the 
English country gentleman, that he with- 
drew from public life and never held up his 
head again, dying about a year or so after- 
wards, 

Stanley covered himself with so much odium 
in connection with the affair, bitterly an- 
tagonizing the KMnglish great world, and 
even the court, that it was not until a number 
of years later that the goverriment ventured 
to bestow upon him the reward which had 
been promised him in the event of his rescu- 
ing Emin Pasha, namely the Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Bath. 

Edmund Barttelot may or may not have 
been guilty of some of the offenses ascribed 
to him. The Congo climate and the absence 
of the restraints of conventionality and civ- 
lization In central Africa have developed in 
a number of instances a species of insanity 
among white men. Perhaps Barttelot had 
become afflicted therewith. At any rate, 
since he had paid the penalty with his life, 
Stanley should have maintained silence. even 
at the risk of exposing himself to accusations 
of lack of generous appreciation of the serv- 
ices of his second in commané¢, whose record 
until then had been wholly clean. 
the mistake of his life in speaking when he 
should have held his tongue, and it was owing 
to this that he never received the proper ap- 
preciation of his feat, in rescuing Emin, was

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capitals, rich in their plain Doric grace, up- 
hold a wall of marble, around which runs 4 
a frieze of exquisite carvings, and you have 
the skeleton of the building. The interior con- 
tains other columns, which uphold the roof, 
the whole forming a temple which was re- 
garded as the most beautiful of the known 


world. 


Marbles Carried to England. 


Today the Parthenon is visible for miles 
around Athens. It is the first thing seen on 
approaching the Pireeus, and It stands out far 
above the plain up6n which Athens lies. A 
great part of the building has been carried 
away, and its most beautiful carvings are in 
the British museum at London. 

The Parthenon was begun about 2,400 years 
ago. It was a temple, put up to the goddesa 
Athene or Minerva, whose statue was erected 
within. The statue was made by Phidias. It 
was of gold and ivory and was forty-two and 
one-half feet in height. It is supposed that 
the inner kernel of the figure consisted of 
wood, upon which the form of the Athene wes 
modeled in some plastic material, and that 
this in turn wes covered with plates of ivory 
and gol4. Theivory formed the nude portions 
of the figure, while the gold represented the 
garmenta 

The modern Greeks are anxious that new 
excavations should be made everywhere 
They are spending a great dea! upen arche- 
ologica) research, and they have a depart- 
ment of antiquities connected with the min- 
istry of education at the héad of which ts an 
official who gets about $14,000 a year. 


Lottery Pays for Excavations, 

They have raised a great deal of money for 
excavating old Greece by means of a lottery, 
and tickets are now sold on the streets at 
90 cents each, whioh give you a chance to 
make a fortune. and at the eame time ald in 
digging up the past. 

The average net yield of the lottery until 
recently was about $50,000, and altogether 
it has produced several hundred thousand 
dollars. This sum has been spent In excavat- 
ing the old cities of interior Greece, in es- 
tablishing museums, and in historical and 
archeological research. The lottery !s a pop- 
wiar institution and every one patronizes it. 

Some of the most Interesting excavations 
of today are those being made by our Amer- 
ican students at Corinth. The site of that 
old city was given to our Athens Archeolog!- 
cal school, which is supported by some of 
the leading colieges of the United States, and 
the students have been at work@there for a 
number of years 

Fountain of Pirene. 


Among the excavations of the Americans 
are those of the waterworks and fountain of 
old Corinth, which were fed by the spring of 
Pirene, at which you remember the famed 
winged horse Pegasus came to drink when it 
was caught by Bellerophon. It is said that 
the spring gushed forth. as Pegasus struck 
the garth with his hoof. The fountain itself 
dates back from three to six centuries before 
Christ. The water flows out of lions’ heads 
into a square pit of marble. 

Our schoo! has found the remains of the old 
aqueduct through which the water was car- 
ried, and it has taken out masses of marble 
beautifuly carved. The fountain was near 
the market place of the old city, much of. 
which has been exhumed and some of the 
shops of which can now be plainly seen, 

Among other discoveries is a theater and 
the remains of atemple. The old walls have 
been mapped out, and some work has been 
done about the temple of Apollo, situated on a 
hill some distance away from the market. 
This temple is said to be 2,500 years old 

One of the most interesting discoveries of 
our professors was as to the frauds con- 
nected with the ancient oracles. These were 
supposed to be uttered by the gods, tn words 
that came down from heaven. The Ameri- 
cans have discovered a subterranean passage 
leading up to the base of the statues inside a 
temple, and mouth pieces, which acted like 
megaphones. The priests crawled in there, 
and putting their mouths to the openings, by 
a little ventriloquism, were able to make 
the gods speak as they chose.

WHEAT ADVANCE 
AGAIN CHECKED 


Offerings of May and Deferred 
Deliveries Increase Sharp- 
ly on Rally. 


FLOUR SALES ARE LARGE. 


Corn Has Big Bulge Near Finish; 
Coarse Grain Receipts 
Continue Light. 


May wheat shorts were again forced to 
cover early yesterday, but offerings were 
liberal on the advance, and last prices for 
the day showed the nearby month just a 
shace easier and other futures K@%c to %@ 
%e lower. Profit taking and short selling in 
the deferred futures were features. The un- 
certainty in regard to the operations in the 
May is keeping the trade a good deal mixed. 

Cables were a little higher, %@%46 from 
Liverpool, and this helped give the market 
a firm tone. The light receipts northwest and 
at St. Louls and Kameas City also encour- 
aged a little buying. Later reporte of sales 
of 100,000 bris flour and 1,000,000 bu wheat 
out of store at Minneapolis caused short cov- 
ering. On the swell there was heavy selling 
by commission houses. 

Colvin bought May and solé July early, and 
there was a little buying by J. Rosenbaum 
and Hulburd-Warren-Chandler of the May.

AST week's real estate market was an 
unusually representative one, all parts 
of the city and all classes of property 
coming in for a re eee we 
business. 

There wae no single traneaction of such im- 
portance as to make it the feature of the mar- 
ket, ae frequently happens, but there were 
notably interesting transactions in central 
business, factory, apartment, residence, and 
acre properties, together with a large move- 
ment in smal! properties, the whole going to 
meke up an unusually satisfactory week's 
business.

Elsie Janis and Tom Wise 
as Stars in Their Own Plays. 


By Franklin Fyles. 


New \York.—|Special Correspondence.]—When players write 
plays may we not beiieve, especially if they are amateurs in authorship, that the 
mock personages gee and gibe with their own real natures and the experiences of 
their private lives? Of course, they look, speak, and move on the stage much as they 
do off, unless versatile; but besides that, I think they are likely to imbue the fietion 
with their traits and habits. Thomas A. Wise and Elsie Janis are 
us now. 

People who don’t know Wise, as well as his acquaintances, cal] him ‘Tom. That 
is because he has a jolly round face, so molded into a genial smile that conid it 
frown’ tHe has laughed and grown fat, and if he has a grouchy temper, then he 
is a clever faker in benignity. He and a collaborator have dramatized him into 
“An Old New Yorker.” And I didn’t take it as a sign of selfishness, but as merely 
indicative of an actor's characteristic self-centered habit when, on the opening night 
in his address to the audience, he didn’t mention the co-author, aithough Harrisou 
Khodes has a reputation as a novelist exceeding his as a comedian. Wise simply 
was thinking of himself and of nothing else. The most urbane of actors are apt te 
be like that m absorption of a first performance. Tom's friends say he is as genial 
as the old New Yorker whom he depicts. 

it 1s a wonder that the kind of a New Yorker exhibited in this play wasn't re- 
created on the stage long ere this. He is absolete in real life. He does the business 
of a shipping merchant in a dingy warehouse on the harbor front, exactly as his father 
and grandfather did, but it has dwindled for lack of modern method. He lives in 
the roomy, rangy house of his ancestors at the lower end of Fifth avenue and won't 
sell 1t to make @ site for a skyhigh commercial building, although offered a good 
jrice, and the neighborhood was abandoned many years ago by al! its once fashionable 
residents, excepting himself and a half dozen fogies like him. 

We make his acquaintance at the New Year reception that starts the action. 
The New Amsterdam custom of making calls on the first of January went out with 
the drunken abuse of it by loafers, but in Samuel Beekman’s spacious parior it has 
not yet been omitted, although only a meager remnant of old timers are there now 
to drink punch from the big heirloom bowl—punch mixed this year exactly’ as ‘t 
has been forty times by the same butler.

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Kisie Janis’ born gift of mimicry doesn’t satisfy her desire. She woukd like to 
stop imitating dramatic celebrities and make one of herself. She aches to be an 
emotional heroine. So she wrote “A Star for a Night.” in which she enacts an 
actress who plays another actress; and this Martha, like Elsie, makes a debut in a 
serious part. Both fail—Martha positive, because she hasn't any facility at all, and 
Kisie negatively, because she hasn’t enough to be better than mediocre. Goodwin, 
Vixey, and ‘lim Murphy began as mimics and passed up to excellent comedy, and 
isn't it singular that Elsie Janis, who copies with startling fidelity the pathos of 
avid Wartield, the emotion of Margaret Anglin, the quiet quaintness of Mande 
Adams, and the vehement fury of Sarah Bernhardt, cannot take the initiative effee 
tively in an original character? Yet there's Cecilia Loftus, queen of mimics, with 
her noted slump as the easy Ophelia with Sothern’s inspired Hamlet to comfort 
Klsie, if not to encourage her. 

Kisie’s Martha at the outset loses the job of companion to a wealthy woman; 
won't go back hopelessly to her country home: encounters a touring theatrical com- 
pany; hires out as a chorus girl; and in New York enchants a millionaire, whose 
advance she repels. That shooes him off seemingly, but not really. He capitalizes 
her exploitations as a star actress, but she believes it is a genuine, reasonable enter- 
prise of the manager.

larity. We are astonished to hear, on seeing her the next morning, that she didn't 
show a trace of talent last night; that she was guyed by the audience; that the 
ewspapers ridicule ber, and that she will never try to act again. That variant in 
an actress’ play about an actress justified Elsie in saying to the kindly matinée 
people: “1 know you are kidding me, yet I am not sorry nor ashamed of my play.” 

Actors are infrequently originative authors. but are keen for theatric situations 
that may not be logical or plausible, yet are always actable. They find in the cruel 
injustice of circumstantial evidence an easy theme, although weak in the interest of 
suspense, because no audience ever doubts that the accused but inuocent hero will 
clear himself finally. In a week’s search of New York's vaudeville for dramatic oddi- 
ties 1 find that plays by players give fresh twists to the old tale of guiltless culprits. 

Valerie Kergere has written herself into “Judgment ”’ as a woman who, goes to @ 
judge in his home to plead that her husband, convicted that day as a murderer, may be 
sentenced to imprisonment for life instead of death in the electric chair. She urges 
that the verdict is based on circumstantial evidence, and that if the man is kept alive 
she may prove his innocence. The judge is obdurate. What can she do to convince 
him that deceptive circumstances may cruelly alter the cases of persons condemnéd 
yet not guilty’ She locks the door, tousels her hair, rumples her collar for help, and 
when his jealous wife breaks in accuses him of an amorous assault. The wife finds 
him guilty, and it is with mucb difficulty that he clears himself: and by that time he 
bas moditied his opinion of uncorroborated circumstantial evidence.

A bride pronounces her innocent husband guilty of an assault on a woman, in @ 
lonely jane at night, because the charge is supported by a bruised body; also by the 
faisity of his alibi—for the sick friend, with whom he says he sat up all night, waited 
robustly at his home for him till midnight; and he saves himself only by proving that 
what he hit the woman with was his automobile. Angered by the bump and denied 
sash compensation, she accused him of seizing her, and then, when she fought him, 
beating her with his fists.

SERMON FOR TODAY. 
THE SIN OF SENSITIVENESS. 


BY DR FRANK CRANE. 


““ Blessed are the poor in spirit.'’—Jeeus. 
F we examine sensitiveness under the 
microscope we shall find it to be no more 
nor less than a variety of egotism. The 
sensitive nature is simply one that is too 
much occupied with self. That way mad- 
ness lies, ever. 
I suppose no more exquisite torture has 
been devised by the evil one, at least in this 
world, than the endowing of a highly organ- 
ized, keenly perceptive pergon with a too 
large self-consciousness. 
In Galeworthy’s ‘‘ Fraternity *’ such a char- 
acter is drawn with wonderful accuracy by 
that master, in Bianca Dallison. Here are @ 
few of his touches: “It was Bianca's for- 
tune to be gifted to excess with) that quality 
which, of all others, most obscures the real 
significance of human issues. 
“ Her pride had kept ber back from her hus- 
band, till she felt herself a failure, and her 
pride had so revolted at this that it led the 
way to utter estrangement. Her pride even 
prevented him from really knowing what had 
spolled their lives—her ungovernable itch to 
be appreciated. This was the tragedy of a 
woman who wanted to be loved slowly killing 
in the man the power of loving her.” 
Of all the unlit and tortuous places in this 
world the human heart is darkest and farth- 
est past finding out; and the heart of an in- 
telligent, cultured egoist with delicately 
strung feeling worst of all. The only remedy 
is the persistent effort toward disinterested- 
ness. 
We appoach peace only as we leave our- 
selves, as the center of things, and come to 
regard the world of humanity about us as @ 
vast solar system, of which ourself is buta 
tiny planet at the rim Noself-forgetful per- 
son is ever senaitive.

“If today, in order to make out a casé of 
the suffering genius. the reception of Beetho- 
ven's works at the time of their origin iscen- 
sured, this is only the generalization ofan 
experience that occurred only in a few cases. 
The Ninth symphony is not one of them. ; It 
was played at the Nether-Rhenish nwusiral 
festival in 1825 and brought the composer 
the very pretty honorartum of 40 louis d’br; 
in the Gewandhaus in Leipsic it was played 
from 1826 on almost as regularly as today. 
The conscientiousness and enthusiasm with 
which Richard Wagner rehearsed it in Dres- 
den in 1846 had its counterpart in the Vienne 
performance of the same time, under Otto 
Nicolai. Only the conception of the work as 
the testament of Beethoven's art, upon which 
the present cult of ‘the Ninth’ rests, is 
Wagner's contribution to the history of this 
symphony.”’ 

—~o- 

The last piano sonatas and string quartets 
were not understood by: Beethoven's contem- 
poraries. They are not widely understood 
today, but the fault is not to be laid at the 
doors of the critics, past or present. Rather 
it must rest with the musicians, who rarely 
attempt their presentation. Is this restraint 
to be construed as implying a simflar lack of 
understanding on the part of musicians who 
do not write their opinions of the art, but 
are constani their verbal! assertion of 
them? Perish the thought! Rather it is 
due to the survival! of another tradition which 
declares the last works of Beethoven to be 


in 


inferior. 

It is only within the last decade that mu- 
sicians, led by the study of the composition 
of Liszt, Wagner, Strauss; Brahms, Reger, 
Cesar Franck, Debussy. and otber fearless 
explorers in the realm of tones, have ven- 
yentured an assertion as to the sanity of 
Beethoven's later compositions. It is grad- 
ually dawning upon the perception of the 
musicians that the tendencies toward in- 
definite tonalities and symmetrical irtegu- 
larity of strophic arrangement of musical 
thought which are fundamental in the music 
of the present, took their rise in the works 
of Beethoven's latter period. Executive mu- 
sicians do not know of them and they have lit- 
tle desire to study them, since the easiest suc- 
cesses before the public are always won with 
familiar material

It is the custom to credit the critic 
with the misfortunes that befall the executive 
or the creative artist by reason of his own 
limitations This is to the fact that 
derogatory comment is remembered and fa- 
vorable mention forgotten. When the critic, 
seeking to achlevea just and impartial record 
of fact, writes a glowing account of the suc- 
cess of ainew symphony or the brilliant per-

formances of some singer or player, the lat- 
ter accepts it as his due, whichitis. Wien, 
with the same effort ai accuracy and impar- 
tiality. he records an adverse opinion, he is 
immediately crecited with some malicious or 
interestec motive, or, at least, with incom- 
Retence or a bad digestion 

If the critics of the past and the present 
have not developed great enthusiasms for 
the last Beethoven sonatas and quartets— 
which is admitted only for the sake of argu- 
ment—they in no worse case than the 
great majority of musicians, who carefully 


are 


refrain from presenting them. 

Kretzschmar’s article is timely. It finds 
the musical world/awakening to independence 
and ready to cast over a number of useless 
and harmful traditions. We have long been 
accustomed to a virile interpretation of 
Beethoven's music and its wholesome influ- 
ence has dissipated the sentimental fashion 
that lingered from a former generation. We 
have learned from it that poetry, beauty, and 
sane sentiment dre not incompatible with 
strength; that pathos, tragedy, and depres- 
sion have but a passing interest, and thatthe 
art is not limited to the expression of morbid 
phasés of feeling, but may mirror all that the 
heart of man can experience.

The plans are rapidly progressing for the 
first annual assembly ball of the North End 
Woman's club to be given Tuesday evening, 
April 18, at Arcadia hall. Apropos of the 
affair a history of the organization is worthy 
of mention. 

The nucleus of the North End club was 
a coterie of women who in 1897 gathered 
in the old Casino club at Edgewater to listen 
to lectures on art by Mrs. Mary Ford and 
at the ‘end of the lecture course {t was de- 
cided to form a club. Edgewater was then 
a small, prosperous suburb, increasing rap- 
idiy in population. The idea of a club com- 
prising men and women members but the 
management to rest solely with the women 
met a popular response. ‘ 

In the fall of 1897 a new organization was 
launched called the North End club with 
a membership of 160 women and an associate 
membership of afew men. The latter were 
permitted to attend the meetings but had 
no voice in the management. 

The objects were mutual helpfulness, social] 
intercourse and united effort toward the high- 
er development of humanity. The work of 
the elub included art, literature, education, 
philanthropy, philosophy. science and eco- 
nomics. The club has never been depart- 
mental, the work is carried on by commit- 

»tees. The men found it too strenuous and 


* gradually dropped their memberships, but at- 


tend annually the evening meetings retain- 
ing their interest and aiding with advice and 
giving substantial backing when some great 
enterprise is undertaken. 

In the first years all surplus above the 
running expenses of the club was given to 
various charities, the club aiding in the 
support of the vacation schools, mode! lodg- 
ing house, Home for Convalescent Women, 
North Western Settlement, Bureau of Asso- 
cflated Charities, Beulah Home and equipped 
one public school for manual training, pur- 
chased works of art and supported a num- 
ber Of traveling libraries through the state. 

—~- 

The last two years the idea of owning thei- 
club house has dominated the women, al- 
though domiciled in the spacious Edgewater 
Country club. The North End members like 
all good housekeepers desire a home of their 
own. A ways and means committee and 
individual members have done great work 
to raise money for this purpose and there 
ise now a snug bank account available to 
purchase a desirable building site. 

In order to raise funds many brilliant 
schemes have been successfully carried out. 
A cook book was put on the market and 1,000 
volumes found sale. A new and more elab- 
orate one is now ready for publication. The 
club was organized in 1897, incorporated ia 
1898, federated in national and state federa- 
tions in the same_year, and now has a mem- 
bership of 400. ‘At every meeting there Is 
a program of literary merit or cultivated 
musicians interpret music of the world’s mas- 
terpieces. Many of the best programs have 
been given by the members.

With eyes, arm, and cue working in perfect

In strong contrast to the game of the pre- 
vious night, which was miserably slow at 
the outset, the battle last night was marked 
by a spectacular burst of speed on the part 
of the local player, who scored from the 
spot, amd by counting In eight of his first ten 
innings gathered sixteen buttons while Mau- 
pome was making four. 

It began to look like a runaway game, but 
the phlegmegtic Mr. Maupome did not seem to 
be worried a particle, and soon Marker 
Weeghman was busy calling counts for the 
white ball, and by the end of the thirtieth 
inning the Mexican was only eight points 
behind.

The recent action of the grand circuit cor- 
poration relative to the defection of the 
Columbus track may mean a good deal, and 
it may mean nothing. In the language of the 
amendment to the by-laws “ the stewerds 
may reject any entry made at a meeting 
given by an association formerly in mem- 
bership with the grand circuit that has re- 
fused ite duly assigned dates and announced

grand circuit track.” 

Easy to pass it, but how about the en force- 
ment? ‘“‘ May reject’’ any entry is not likely 
to mean much in view of the notorious fact 
that for many years every trotting track of 
consequence has been a law unto itself in 
the matter of entries. If the grand circuit 
tracks, as indicated by the amendment, have 
turned the matter of accepting or ng 
entries over to the stewarcs and the ste ds 
should decide to exercise their authority it 
would, of course, be possible to bar from the 
grand circuit all horses competing at Cofum- 
bus, but thet anything of the sort will be 
déne nobody who has the slightest know!l- 
edge of the situation believes. 


Good Horses to Race at Columbus, 

Por example, at least one important stake 
for 8 year old trotters, given by a turf jour- 
nal, was secured long ago hy Columbus as 
part of its program. Nearly every prom- 
inent stable will have a starter in that race 
unless present plans go wrong. Does aiy- 
body suppose that if “Lon” McDonald 
started Miss Stokes in\ that stake she would 
be barred from the grand circuit? The train- 
ers who go to Columbus for the colt races 
naturally will take horses there for the purse 
events—not only because there is a total of 
$40,000 or more to be competed for at the 
Ohio track during the two weeks’ meeting, 
but also because—having the colts engaged 
there—it would be abeurd to split the stable 
and send the other horses east. The dis- 
patches from the Buffalo meeting say “ as- 
surances of support for the Buffald and 
Goshen meetings have. Leen received from 
many owners and drivers prominent in har- 
ness racing.” 

No doubt this is true, but it also ie true that 
the stables which campaign through the 
grand circult are, almost to a horse, owned 
by men of means who indulge in the sport 
because they like it and are willing to pay 
year for the gratification of their 
taste im that particular. They include many 
eminent citizens and are in nowise a body 
likely to. submit tamely to any arbitrary 
ukase as to when and where their nags ghal! 
perform in public. 

There have been a lot of things in con- 
nection with the Columbus meetings horse- 
men did not like, but they will not allow any- 
body but themselves to say where they shall 
race. Hence it is not probable the “ may ” 
in the grand circuit bylaws will be changed 
to “ must.”

Notwithstand- 
ing the barriers and hurdles in its path box- 
ing, and by that I mean professional! pugilism 
which creates and keeps alive interest in and 
encourages the healthy study of the art of 
self-defense, will never die. Our hands and 
arms were giyen us for offense and defense 
and the man who becomes proficient in the 
art of boxing and uses his knowledge and 
skill as a means of livelihood has nothing to 
be ashamed of. The origin of boxing is as 
old as man himself 


As to the skill of the leading pugilists of 
today as compared with those of the closing 
years of the last century it must be said that 
in certain classes the oldtimers, if I may so 
classify such men as Bob Fitzsimmons, Jim 
Jeffries, “Kid” McCoy, Tommy Ryan, 
Petey, Jackson, and others of from ten to 
twenty years ago, can be said to have ex- 
celled in many points of the game. Let us 
cast a glance at the list of leading heavy- 
weight boxers of 1911. One can count them 
on three fingers. Jack Johnson, the cham- 
pion, and Sam Langford, and Al Kaufmann 
challengers. 

Johnson’s Record Not Great. 

Johnson {s generally regarded as a clever 
boxer and hard hitter, but to be frank, there 
is nothing in his record to prove it. He de- 
feated Tommy Burns, an accidental holder of 
the championship and a much smaller man 
than he, and later had the good fortune to 
fight Jeffries when the latter was in no con- 
dition to put up en argument. WithouteWish- 
ing to detract from the champion’s skill, Iam 
setting forth the facts without prejudice. 

Next on the list is Sam Langford, a light 
heavyweight, whose claims as a champion- 
ship aspirant are based on victories over third 
rate fighters. He never has met a first class 
man among the big fellows, as the records 
show, and it is quite impossible for that rea- 
son to get a good line on his real ability. 

Al Kaufmann never has shown the marks 
of a world beater, although bert understood 


his record looks as prom{sing on paper as 


won long before the fifteenth round, ae he ts 
an acknowledged hard hitter, although no- 
toriously slow on bis feet. _ 

So there we have thefull quota, Johnson, a 
lucky champion, experts to the contrary; 
Keufmann end Langford, unknows quan- 
tities so far as class is concerned, for the 
simple reason that neither has boxed a high 
class heavyweight. That is not the fault of 
these men, ae barring their own claims and 
these of the present champion, we cannot 
recognize any of the others seriously. ~ 


Old Timers Better than Men of Today. 

How does this list compare yith the for- 
midable string of heevyweights which was 
in full bloom during the '90s—Fitzsimmons, 
Jeffries, Sharkey, Rublin, and McCoy? Any 
one of these was as clever as the present 
champion (and I think moreso), if we may 
except Ruhlin and Sharkey, whose sturdy 
strength and stamina offset the cleverness 
of the others. This sugges¢ts that the boys of 


bunch in the heavy dévision at least. 

In the middleweight class there fs at the 
present no head, and, for that er, no 
boxer of the ability of Tommy Ryan, tie 
champion of ten years ago,.or *‘ Kid” Mc- 
Coy when*he fought in the middleweight 
division. At that, we have had severalclever . 
men in this division during the last ten years, 
men Who compare favorably with the old 
timers mentioned above, among them Phila- 
délphia Jack O’Brien, while the late Stanley 
At this 
time, when there is under way a plan to hold 
a series of elimination bouts to decide the 
championship, it is my opinion that Billy 
Papke holds the others safe. 

The Mghtweight class boasts Packey Me- 
Farland, Owen Moran, and Ad Wolgast as 
topnotchers and has some promising ma- 
terial in Frankie Burns, ‘‘One Rotnd’”’ 
Hogan, and “ Knockout” Brown. McFar- 
land; probably the most scientific boy of his 
class since the days of Frank Erne and Joe 
Gans, in‘my mind could have held his own 
with any of the great boxers who ever graced 
the division. Battling Nelson, who won the 
title, was a boxer of little skill but posseesea 
of great staying powers, and won the ma- 
jority of his battles by wearing down his 
opponents. He took the title from Gang 
when the latter was far from his best form. 
The present holder, Wolgast, is of about the 
same caliber as the Battler. 

Erne and Gans outclassed those who pre- 
ceded them as does Packey McFarland the 
boys of today. Just how good a boy is Mec- 
Farland is a difficult matter to tell, es he has 
easily demonstrated his superiority over a}) 
opponents since he has been boxing profes- 


sionally. 


Abe Attel Real Champion. 

Abe Attel is the recognized featherweight 
champion and until his recent accident ex- 
perienced no trouble*in beating boys of his 
weight who were pitted against him. In fact. 
Attel has been forced in a number of in- 
stances to go out of his class to secure match- 
es. He is unquestionably the best boy of his 
weight since the days of George Dixon, 
“Young ” Griffo, and Terry McGovern. 

Professional pugilism would be greatly 
stimulated by the victory of a white heavy- 
weight over the negro Johnson. At present 
the only available ‘“‘ white hope ”’ Is A] Kauf- 
mann, but in another year conditions may 
have changed for the better. The quest fora 
good white heavy goes merrily on and fs a de- 
velopment of the new century made possible 
by the overthrow of the giant Jeffries by a 
aegro.

In those dark days, conquett was the road 
to success. Right wes victory, and might 
was right. Strong bodies and well developed 
muscles were the measure of a man in the 
past. Today it is the mind that makes the 
man Right and wrong in the past was 
settled by fighting. 

A brute in a tavern would say thus and 
so, and thus and so it was until some one 
drew a sword and defeated the brute and 
thereafter it wae so and thus, instead of thus 
and so. 

The man who knew he was right hed 
better keep quiet unless he had the prowess 
sufficient to back his beef with ea duel. In 
those dark ages woman was little better 
than a slave, and the weak were serfs.

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Do You Want Power Among Men? 


First Master Your Own Mind. 


By DR. FRANK CRANE. 


OU want power, power over your fel- 
lows, and the consciousness of effi- 
clencygin yourself. You do not want to 
be a weakling, one of the dull crowd, 
always dependent and following. You 

want to be, in some smal! scope at least, a 
leader, a distinct, recognizable factor among 
men. 

And then you want amusement. You dread 
the lonely, lagging bours, when you are left 
to your own resources with no one to talk 
with and no new novel to thrill over. 

Now you have in you an instrument that 
can furnish you with both of these desired 
things, power and unfading pleasure, and 
that instrument is your own mind 

Perhaps you have been accustomed to re- 
garding your mind as just a part of you, like 
your hand or foot, that you have to take itas 
you find it, and to put up with as itis. If it 


is weak you are sorry, if it is strong you’ 


are giad, but in cither case you are used to 
thinking that you cannot beip yourself. A 
poor memory is @ defect that your Maker is 
to blame for and must stay with you your 
life long; likewise a dullness at figures, or an 
incapacity to learn languages, or a native in- 
ability to appreciate art or music. 

In all of which opinion you are precisely 
wror~., And I know of nothing that will be 
of more use to you, to improve your ability 
and to increase your joy in life, than to be- 
Heve, now and at once, to accept the truth 
that your mind can be changed, molded, and 
altered to be whatever you wish, 

Upon how to accomplish this let me give 
you a few hints. 

* 


Mind Capable of Change. 

In the first place, the greatest means of 
developing your mind is regular repetition. 
More tham study or fixity of attention it Is 
repeating that gives the mind strength. To 
‘say anything over six times is much better 
than to sweat and struggle once like six 
horses to pound it into your memory. 

To get the necessary repetition you will 
need to learn how to use your time. And par- 
ticularly your leisure time. You work, say, 
eight hours a day; you sleep ejght hours; 
allow four hours more for your meals and 
necessary physica! exercise and for play and 
conversation; this leaves at least three or 
four hours that you have to yourself. 

What do youdo with them? You read, per- 
haps, a great deal, but you read noveis and 
good in their way, but 
both dangerous !f read too much, for the sim- 
ple reason that they are too easy to read and 
tend to dissipate and enfeeble the mental 
powers. 

Now, suppose you set aside two hours every 
day in which deliberately to cultivate your 
mind. Propose to yourself to put in those 
two hours in good, hard work. Youare going 
to lay up something in store in your brain, 
just as you lay by money in the savings bank, 
and it will be of quite as much use to you 
gome day. 

Select some subject you like. Suppose, for 
inatance, you have always wanted to know 
French. Get you a French instruction book; 
there are many good ones. Read overa page 
or so the first day and get what you can from 
it. The next day repeat this, always testing 
and exercising yourself by translating from 
English to French and not vice versa. Each 
day repeat until you know the matter by 
heart. And as you get tne ground that is 
past secure under your féet advance a little 
tarther.

Your conquest of the language is then only 
@ question of time. I knew a judge of the 
Supreme court of Massachusetts who, whea 
over 6 years of age, jearned French in thie 
way, studying only while riding on the train, 
amusing his idle hours so instead of reading 
magazines. Francis Wilson, the actor, car- 
ried his French books on trains the same 
way, and made.the other members of the 
troupe hear hie exercises. 

The years that you will have to live through 
from 20, let us say, till 40, can be so used that 
a@ great, strong power or faculty can be made 
to grow with your growth. And what a satis- 
faction to know that you are doing something 
else with the days God gives you than 
wasting them. 

I mention languages first because I love 
them myself; and almost altogether tn the 
cracks and spare hours of a rather busy life 
I have learned in the last ten years to read 
and speak in addition to my mother tongve 
German, French, and Italian. And I haven't 
any ‘‘gift”’ of tongues, either. It has bees 
simply persistent effort; most of all, per- 
sistent repetition.

Work Soon Becomes Habit. 

Nor has it been hard work. The beauty of 
it is, that which begins as hard work soon 
turns to be a habit, and, like all habits, beging 
tc lead you instead of you having to force ig. 
It got so that I was restless and unsatisfied 
without my daily language hour or go, jJuat 
as a smoker is miserable without tobacco ur 
a toper without his dally nip. 

There isn’t anything in life that is such aa 
unmixed pleasure and reasonable pride as 
this hothouse forcing of a habit you want in 
a mind that is prone and full of habits you 
don’t want. It makes one feel he is a man. a 
master of himself, controlling in some meas- 
ure his fate, and not the plaything of luck and 
heredity and environment. The best person 
to boss and lead by the nose is oneself. 

Or suppose you have a leaning to chemistry 
or physics, or medicine or history. What { 
have indicated above in regard to languages 
is equally applicable to these topics. Geta 
Primary book and dig, dig. dig. Take medi- 
cine, for instance. i dare say that in four 
or five years, judiciously using your idle mo- 
ments, you can, with a little brushing up 
under the instruction of a teacher, pass a.- 
most any sort of a medica) examination. 

Even in art and in music my principle 
holés good. Of course in these branches 
much depends upon your familiarty with the 
works of the masters. You will have to take 
many a holiday afternoon and many a nooa 
hour to visit the art galleries; you will have io 
frequent concerts and recitals if you woud 
know music. But beside this much more de- 
pends upon your study. With cheap printe 
costing a cent or less apiece you can get ac- 
quainted with the works of genius. In tn¢ 
public library you will find abundant mate- 
ria! also.

This is the verdict of Dr. George H. Bab- 
cock, recognized everywhere as one of the

United States and famous in his own profes- 
sion as ‘“‘ the man who can tell more abvuut 
a heart by listening to it than any other doc- 
tor can tell by taking it oyt and examining 
t." This has been proved by numerous 
autopsies. | 
‘The heart,” Df. Babcock explained the 
other day, “is like a locomotive. This is a 
crude and hackneyed illustration, but it will 
serve. If you work a locomotive constantly 
and without cessation something eventually 
is bound to break. Everybody knows that 
and everybody that owns locomotives or 
motor cars or any other kind of machinery 
takes mighty good care to see that they are 
overhauled frequently and examined for signs 
of ‘ disease.’ But, in regard to our hearts, 
which are merely the vital organs of our 
various lives, we manifest an indifference 
which positively would_be noble if it Were nor 
so idiotic. We work them twelve hours a 
day pumping blood at full speed into our 
brains; drag thew into six hours more of 
exertion while we race about town at night; 
anc, at last, lie us gently down to rest and 
give them about five hours and a half to re- 
cuperate. Asarule, though, we've been eat- 
ing so heavily during theday that the most 
of that time the overtaxed organ spends in 
helping out our digestive apparatus—whici; 
has been off duty the most of the twenty- 
four hours—the end of it being that the heart 
gets no rest at all. De this for 365 days a 
years for ten years and—well, you've got the 
statistics there.

Cost of Increased Standards. 

“ The increase in Bright's Cisease is partly

I drove for two years in 
Paris and then when I was out of any place 
at all for a few weeks I met my wife, Lea 
Bedu, who was then a dresemeker. After a 
month I made her marry me on nothing a 
week, We got a place to start then, me as 
chauffeur and she as lady's maid. I was 25 
years old and we had, between us, $40 a 
month and room and board. We soon gota 
better place and before I ended my four years’ 
driving in Paris I was getting $45 a month, 
without board or lodging. 

“ You see, there was not much chance for 
us to buy a farm in France at that rate. Many 
mechanicians get only $25 a month with 
board and lodgings. Others get $35 a month 
and look out for themseves. Some get as 
high as $70, but they é@rive for grand dukes 
and for American and Englfth tourists, who 
expect much. Besides this, the smallness of 
the pay, the living is not so much cheaper 
than in Chicago.

Canada Proves a Disappointment. 

‘‘So we came away from Paris. We had 
tried it four years, and we had not an acre 
yet found of the farm we meant to have. 
Some French speaking people came back 
from Canada and told us stories of the 
chances there. We told our parents and 
friends good-by and left beautiful Paris be- 
hind. We sailed from Cherbourgh to New 
York and across to Montreal and on to On- 
tario.

** We had some vad luck with our home we 
have bought in Colorado the first year. We 
could not rent it and it did not help us any 
to make the money to take up the notes and 
save the 6 percentinterest. But this year we 
have rented it on shares and maybe it wiil 
bring us in perhaps $400. We hope so, for 
that will help us buy the land. But we have 
already paid almost $3,000 and hope a time 
will come when we can go out to our farm and 
live on our own place 

‘Forty acres is not a big farm here, but 
west it is different. We shall grow straw- 
berries and cherries and, maybe, alfalfa 
amd other things like that which pay a jot 
of money if you know howtodoitright. We 
learn every day something and when we can 
afford to go out on our farm we shall know 
how to be independent American citizens and

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School for Railroad Employes. 


By IRWIN ELLIS. 


HEN the Union Pacific ‘railroad 

about a year ago opened a training 

school for the benefit of its em- 

ployés in almost every line of work 

required by a railroad system, it 
was regarded as an experiment. Today, 
after more than 2,000 employés and mem- 
bers of employés’ families have busied them- 
selves posting up on railroad duties beyond 
the everyday small duties which come to 
them, the company declares that the expert- 
ment has been unusually successful. 


In operating a great railroad system, man 
himself may be the most wasteful and de- 
structive of all agents employed. Among 
the thousands of employés necessary to con- 
ducting the business of the road that human 
“host motion” ig a waste far.in excess of 
that which attaches to the mechanical equip- 
ment of the system. ‘A locomotive properly 
fired becomes automatically a motive unit 
of first class—provided it is a first class ma- 
chine and is kept up to concert pitch. But 
the moment a sloven fireman begins to glut 
the furnace with smoking coal this lost mo- 
tion in the man with the scoop is reflected in 
the huge locomotive, laming it tu a degree. 


Under the operations of this educational 
bureau any employé in any rank of the serv- 
ice may make appeal to it and have his ques- 
tions answered. It is not wholly an unselfish 
move. The net object ofthe road isto employ 
a complete force of “ growing’’ men. Any 
employé in any department of the road may 
study for the position next higher up. Al! 
his correspondence papers are handled as 
railway matter, not subject to postage rates 
How the educational plan has worked is 
shown by. the fact that previous to the begin- 
ning of the school the road hired an average 
of 530 station helpers from the outside, 460 


per cent of whom remained only a few weeks 
Or months after employment. Now that the 
station helpers are recruited from the schoo! 
only 4 per cent have dropped out, while nu- 
merous promotions of these helpers have 
been made through the educational depart- 
ment. 

In the operation of this schoo! at Omaha 
headquarters heads of departments are 
charged wtih picking out likely materia! and 
putting these workers in touch with the 
school. A typical case for promotion is that 
of the freight trainmaster who rose to that 
positicn from brakeman. 

A substitute was put in his place when it 
was decided to give him a chance to gain 
further experience that would be of value 
to him further along. He was first Put in 
an eXtra track gang on the Utah division 
as a laborer and then as assistant foreman. 
and kept there for three months. In connec- 
tion with this practical work he received in- 
struction On maintenance of way. from the 
educational bureau. 

His next three months were spent in one 
of the shops with an erecting gang, taking 
down, setting up, and breaking in locomo- 
tives. Then he went into the store depart- 
ment to get a knowledge of material and sup- 
plies. Next he was placed in the office of the 
auditor of passenger accounts to study the 
reports of conductors and agents as they 
came in and to get an inside knowledge of 
the errors they makeand the corrections that 
are necessary. 

From there he went into the freight 
auditor's office and thence into the office of 
the auditor of equipment accounts. When 
his year of study was over he went back to 
his former job of trainmaster. Now he is 
ready to step into the position of assistant 
superintendent at a moment's notice, 


Bamboo An Industrial Need. 


AMBOO Is made to serve the wants of 

the people of China and Japan in 500 

Cifferent purposes It largely takes 

the place of iron and steel. The farm- 

er builds his house-and fences out of 
it. It is the most available material for 
forming tools and utensils. as well as houre- 
hold furniture, while the tender shoots af- 
ford him a delicious and nutritious food for 
the table. It furnishes the laboring classes 
with many necessities, and supplies the rich 
with many luxuries. Almost every article 
used in the household of the far east can be 
made of bamboo, and from the roots to the 
plumage every fiber is used. 
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The poor people build their huts with bam- 
boo poles for posts and rafters, and bind 
palm leaves together, for walls and roofs 
with rattan ropes, The leaves of the bam- 
boo are sewn together for raincoats and 
thatches, and are plaited into immense ym- 
brellas to shield persons from the sun and 
rain. The wood is split into fibers of various 
sizes to be woven into baskets, into window, - 
curtains, door screens, awnings, mats, and 
tables. The roots are carved into fantastic 
images, into handles for weapons and tools, 
lanterns, and canes, and into divining blocks, 
to be used by sorcerers to ascertain the will 
of the gods.

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RACKING and trapping bribe takers 
and blackmailers has become the sport 
of Rudolph Spreckels, the California 
millionaire. Tiger hunting, in con- 
trast, lacks purpose and thrill.

The element 6f sport would be eliminated 
by Mr. Spreckels were he to analyze his aim. 
His object now is reformatory in the main. 
But the love of pursuit, inherent to some de- 
gree in ail human beings, first turned his 
thoughts from money tomen. Dying, Claus 
Spreckels, his father, left more than a huge 
fortune and a quaint reputation; he left to 
Rudolph, the third of his sons, his spirit of 
adventure, his tenacity, energy, and imag- 
ination. The qualities that Claus Spreckels 
employed to change two German thalersinto 
ships, banks, sugar refineries, and sugar 
plantations, Rudolph, the heir, is using to 
end “* graft in big business,”’ as he phrases it, 
and to purify the politics of the nation. 

The fact is not denied that Rudolph 
Spreckels discovered the hideous govern- 
menta) conditions existing in San Francisco. 
“Abe” Ruef, just taken to San Quentin 
prison for a term of fourteen years, would 
establish the truth if it ever were disputed. 
Spreckels, acting alone, started the mighty 
crueede against vice and official corruption. 
Francis J. Heney, the lawyer, and William J. 
Burne, the detective, did the spectacular 
fighting, but Spreckels called them tn and 
financed the revolution. Now he ts traveling 
the country as a militant reformer of busi- 
ness and politica} methods. He is talking 
with milMonairesa, and being of their clagss— 
a real brother of the mighty—they give him a 
respectful, if not always a sympathetic. 
hearing. By his own word, he is making 
headway. .

Necessarily, his conferences are personal 
and private. A dinner in Boston or a lunch- 
eon in New York is sufficient opportunity 
for a dialogue concerning his doctrines. A 
corner in the emoking room of a club in Phil- 
adelphia, Cincinnati, Chicago, or St. Louls is 
forum enough, ordinarily, for his testimony 
and arguments. Specifically, getting at the 
tap root of the iniquities of government and 
business, he is trying to stop grafting.

He plans to organize all the stock- 
holders in the United States—industrial, 
commercial, financial, municipal, and na- 
tional—into a mighty company of resolute 
and watchful men, and to make grafting as 
dangerous as any other crime against go- 
ciety. The visions of Claus Spreckels, the 
Prussian immigrant, were no less fanciful 
and impracticable. They came to pass. Ru- 
éolph, the son, is an idealist. Simultaneous- 
ly, he is a man of grim negotiations and 
traneactions—the president of a successful 
national bank and a money making manu- 
facturer. 

“TI had been a business man,” he said to 
me. “ The country is full of them.

‘Good Roads’ in the Philippines. 


By E. WEEKLY. 


N THE Philippines, as in America, the 


| poads movement; says William H. Rob- 

inson, city engineer of Manila, P. L, who 

is spending a few months in the west 

for the purpose of inyestigating different 

kinds of paving used with success in this 
country. 

“Good roads and public improvements 
form the policy of the government in the 
Philippines and Governor General W. 
Cameron Forbes is the leading spirit in the 
movement,” says Mr. Robinson. 


* Manila is strictly up to date. It is more 
lige an American city than any city in the 
east, and one doesn’t feel that he is in the 
orient there, except when he sees the little 
brown people, arid they are beginning to talk 
English. We have as fine a police force as 
any American city, and the new government 
hospital ig the finest in the east. There are 
many new reinforced concrete buildings, giv- 
ing the place quite an American look. Buyt,"’ 
said Mr. Robinson, with a smile and with a 
touch of pride and enthusiasm, “ there is one 
thing that is absolutely unique there, it is 
absolutely free from graft.” 

Mr. Robinson is well acquainted with con- 
ditions in the Philippines, as he has been there 
eleven years. He was a Sacramento boy, 
and is a member of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers. Since going to the 
Philippines he hes heli a number of positions 
which have brought him in close touch with 
public affairs. Before he became city en- 
gineer, succeeding Clarence W. Hubbell in 
that position several months ago, he was as- 
sistant director of the board of public works. 

In speaking of the streets of Manile he said: 
“The streets are in rather poor condition 
just now, as they have been ripped up for 
two years for putting in the new water and 
sewerage system. When America took posses- 
sion of the island the streets and roads were in 
bad condition, former administrations having 
done little toward keeping them up for years, 
and the United States did but little toward 
improving them for several years. 

“In some parts of the isiand we still find 
what I suppose would be called brick roads. 
The blocks are of baked clay, but are not the 
shape of bricks. These probably were put in 
a hundred years or more ago. The city did

out. They were uneven and were exceedingly 
noisy. | 

“There is more traffic over the central 
thoroughfares of Manila than any city I ever 
saw. Every one rides in Manila. Most of 
the vehicles are of the two wheeled variety, 
which are the hardest on the streets. 

“We are maintaining 100 miles of mac- 
adam streets in Manila, and the cost of main- 
tenance is heavy. It is an economic question 
whether to have the new streets of which 
the first cost will be heavy but the main- 
tenace light, or to keep up the heavy main- 
tenance. 

“It is probable that we will start with 
about twenty-five miles of the new paving, 
and we are thinking seriously of using 4s- 
phalt. I have been looking at the various 
systems in use on the coast. 

“A new-- water and sewerage system has 
just been completed at an approximate cost 
of $4,000,000, which gives Manila a supply of 
absolutely pure water, a great thing for a 
tropical city. The water is brought from 
twenty-five miles up in the mountains from

Hobble Nightdress. 
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This garment is made of cambrié and is 
lace ‘trimmed. Just below the knee, it is 
caught in'by four shirrings which give the 
hobble effect. Thé garment has the long, 
straight lines of the Empire but, hobble and 
all, has abundant fullness and is therefore 
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little thought of. But directly the plainer 
cloths, such as indigo serges’ and gray or 
brown mixtures, were generally adopted, the 
principal shirt houses saw an opportunity 
for introducing novelties. The variety of de- 
signs has grown with rapidity until the 
process of selection has become bewilcerine, 
The prevailing style for shirt fabrics in the 
immediate future will be of a light ground. 
Zephyrs and Ceylons, with a white ground 
and showing artistically blended stripes, are 
expected to be much in vogue with the best 
class trade. The double cuff style is now re- 
garded as a nuisance and is fast dying out, 
and those intimately connected with the trade 
fully g~nticipate that this fashion will have 
entirely disappeared before the end of the 
present year. The new idea is to havea per- 
fectly plain cuff, with two holes for links, 
and this is regarded as more satisfactory 
for. manufacturers and their customers as 
well. There is a particularly heavy demand 
just at present for Ceylon shirt cloths in all 
qualities, and despite the continued high 
price of cotton there appears to be no end 
of patterns and weights from which to 
choose. The reagon for this general liking 
for the Ceylon goods is attributed to the fact 
that some of the breezy zephyrs have given 
great trouble in laundering. 

The wearing of a soft fronted shirt with 
an evening suit is apparently grow'!ng in 
England, but it is regarded ‘by many as a 
“sloppy ” fashion and, some people will not 
tolerate the style at all. In fact, in some cir- 
ces invited guests are quietly but firmly given 
the tip that if they attend a.certain function 
they must not appear in a soft fronted shirt 
combined with an evening vest. 

While on the subject of evening attire men- 
tion may here be made of the attempt now 
being made to intro@uce a tancy evening 
vest.

Tasty Recipe. 
Roast Beef. 

The roast beef of old England is presum- 
ably the finest in the world and has been 
celebrated in both song and story, but we 
seldom hear of the many other excellent 
ways in which English cooks prepare this 
meat. One of their most pleasing dishes is 
beefsteak stewed without the addition of Wwa- 
ter or any other fluid. To prepare this have 
three or four pounds of rump steak cut about 
an inch thick. Put one tablespoonful of but- 
ter in the frying pan and let it melt without 
browning. Wash the steak quickly in cold 
water and put it in the frying pan, cover 
closely” and let it slowly become hot. As 
soon ag, it is thoroughly heated add one tea- 
spoonful of salt and a saltspoonful of white 
pepper, then keep it just sigmmering (never 
allowing it to boil) until perfectly tender. It 
should be closely covered ailthetime It will 
require about an hour and a half to cook it 
just right. When done place the steak on a 
heated platter and add helf a teaspoonful of 
walnut or tomato catsup to the gravy in the 
pan; let it get hot and pour over the steak. 
Sometimes a slice or two of onion or carrot 
is added to impart a delicate flavor to the 
steak, but it is quite delicious without.

If by then the natural taste is not restored 
—if it tastes more like wine than preserves—

Neither piano nor organ should be left 
open at night, or habitually, when not in 
use. The changes of temperature are very 
hurtful to the tone of any instrument, and 
especially the gathering of dampness, which 
not only interferes with the tonal quality 
of the reeds and strings, but ie very likely 
to seriously affect the works. 

Pianos in particular shoukd be kept in as 
even a temperature as possible, since they 
are much affected by alternations of heat 
and cold, dryness and moisture. If thug 
exposec they require very frequent tuning 
and are not satisfactory in action or tone. 

Care ie also equally desirable in regard to 
‘other stringed instruments; the violin fam- 
ily, banjos, guitars, and the like. All fine 
instrumemts should be habitually kept in 
cases lined with baize or flannel. 

If a small lMnen bag filled with camphor 
is hung on a small nail on the inside of the 
piano case it will prevent mothe from getting 
into the felt.

In following a design 
to be crocheted insert the needle through the 
stitch, push the bead close to the edge of the 
work farthest from you, draw the thread 
through the loop on to the hook, leaving the 
bead on the other side, which, when finished.

The guests then come forward 
and offer their congratulations By the 
strict rule of etiquette there is first an ex- 
pression of good wishes to the bride and 
then congratulations are extended to the 
groom.* 

After congratulations have been extended 
the wedding breakfast is served at little 
tables placed about the various rooms. When 
the time comes for the bride to change her 
gown she slips quietly from the room, ac- 
companied by her meid of honor. The groom 
goes to an apartment assigned to him and 
his best man to put on his traveling suit. 

Later, the maid of honor usually comes 
down and tells the bride’s mother that she 

may gO up and say good-by to her daughter 
in the privacy of her own room. Afterward 
the husband and wife descend the stairs to- 
gether, say good-by to the friends awaiting 
them in the lower hall, and then drive off.

There is a difference of opinion as to hot or 
cold applications for neuralgia. As in ap- 
pendicitis, each sufferer must decide by ex- 
perimenting. 

One noted specialist hae a treatment for 
this disease that is worth trying. He does 
not believe in soothing pain, but in curing it, 
and his method of cure is by cold water. 

Hise method ia to treat not the point where 
the pain strikes but the seat of that pain, 
which, he claims, is the spine. 

A towel wrung from cold water and cov- 
ered with a blanket or Turkish towel is 
placed on the spine well up on the back of the 
neck.

You would understand why if you met the charming 
old. school mother of Marcella Craft, prima donna. 

Miss Craft has been abroad for a decade now, study- 
ing and climbing the ladder slowly, as merit without 
favor always climbs. Until this last year Mrs. Craft 
was with her daughter. Through her studies the 
mother kept a flat, chaperoning not only her own 
daughter but many of the mot.erless girle who were 
in Europe alone. “All roads lead to the Crafts’” be- 
came a byword in Milan, for always Mrs. Craft gath- 
ered about her in‘her home the girl students. When 
the daughter took her place among therpr ma donnas 
Mrs. Craft still tarried, attending the rehearsals, stay- 
ing in the dressing room, never leaving the girl for a 
moment. Since the mother’s return the daughter has 
been with close friends. 

Is it wonder that with such care this Chicago 
prima donna should seek to “bring out all the good 
to be found in the character”—to elevate this music 
princess? Is it wonder that at the close she causes 
her to go mad and welcome death rather than to 
“wallow in a bed of catnip” and invite slaughter?

Young Artist Chooses Own Costuming. 

The directors permitted Miss Craft to choose her 
own costuming for the part. She created her own 
dance also, and the color scheme of her veils was ar- 
ranged by her close friend, Baroness Cerrini, well 
known as an artist. The foundation veil is of white, 
covered with green and then with blue, varying 
shades of the color being used until the seven veils 
are shown. The dress in which she stands when the 
dance is over is of old blue and silver heavy cloth 
embroidered in pearls and rhinestones. 

Marcella Craft’s real name is Marcia, but she chose 
tue stage name of Marcella after she went to Italy 
because the translation of Marcella in Italian is more 
pleasing than is that of Marcia. She was born in In- 
dianapolis, but as a smal] child moved to Riverside, 
Cal., with her parents. 

“©, yes, there were good voices in the family before 
Marcia,” eays Mrs. Craft, “but none of us had our 
voices cultivated. One day when she was a little girl 
out in California she came, home from a church re- 
hearsal with her eyes dancing. ‘Mother,’ she said, ‘ the 
director says I have a good voice and some day I must 
take lessons.’ From that day the cultivation of her 
voice was her ambition. 

“When she became old enough to leave home she 
went to Boston, where ehe began her studies under 
the late Charles R. Adams, and while she studied, to 
help along, she went up every Friday to Portland, 
Me., to fill a church position. Then we went abroad, 
where she studied voice with Guanie and acting with 
Mottino in Italy for three y ogee. Two years ago she 
was singing in Kiel. 

“When summer came she was possessed with the 
idea of going to Munich, so we went. She sought 
.rof. Fuchs of the Royal opera for training, and he 
‘asked her to give ‘Boheme.’ She did and: followed 
with parts from ‘ Butterfly.” Prof. Fuchs was so 
pleased with her voice and acting that he spoke of her 
to Baron Speidel, the director of the opera, and ar- 
ranged a hearing for her. Usually three plays are re- 
quired for trial, but at the close of her rendition of 
‘Boheme’ before the directorate and the invited 
friends she was dismissed. A telegram followed tell- 
ing her of her aceeptance.

Possibly the 
public is wrong if it fancies that a senator Qught to 
beag without whimper or complaint any trial that may 
come t@ an Official in the upright performenee of duty. 
Senator Bailey must believe this to be the case. 

Yet in other @ays men suffered and endured injustice 
and calumny without whimper, and went te lives of 
poverty and ignominy rather than swerve from con- 
science. One has only to go back to the greatest of 
American impeachment trials—that of President Andrew 
Johnson—to find the contrast in point.

Reconstruction Profitable to “* Interests." 


It is interesting, first, to see—in view of the Lorimer 
impeachment lately concluded and Senator Bailey's part 
in it—how the “interests” were aligned in this case. 
Johnson desired to conciliate the south and to restore 
the seceded states to the union. The interests of the 
north found it far more profitable to “reconstruct” 
these stricken areas, to get hold of their governments 
and grow rich from the proceeds. Carpetbag govern- 
ment was established, and those who held its fruits 
gould see no reason for relinquishing their plums. The 
nation was for the time in a passion that was long in 
cooling and there was little trouble inflaming the north— 
still bleeding from the hot wounds of war—into frenfy 
based on the hatred of an enemy and the preachings of 
the “interests.” 9 

It was one of these rare instances in which a people 
may be deluded into fighting the battle of its enemies. 

The memorable trial ftself needs little reviewing. The 
evidence shown and the frenzied@ efforts of Johnson's 
enemies to influence a verdict against him are of the 
familiar pages of history. It is only te introduce the 
principal figure of the final act and to show his connec- 
tion and circumstances that the vote is recalled. 

Ballots during the course of the impeachment haa 
shown how the members were aligned. Of these who 
early showed themselves friendly to Johnson and re- 
lidble as enemies of impeachment there were seven 
ghort of the necessary one-third. On the other side 
were a number within one of the two-thirds majority 
requisite to carry the impeachment proceedings and put 
the president out of office. This situation left seven 
Republican senators whose decision was in question. 
None would commit himself. Youngest of these wae 
Edmund G. Ross of Kansas, a newspaper man and 4nti- 
slavery advocate. In the wame group were such vet- 
erans as Fessenden of Maine’ and Lyman Trumbull of 
Illinois.

Spoilsman Makes Good Opportunity. 

The delicate position of Senator Ross may be con- 
ceived from a hurried review of the gituation in his own 
state. He was serving his first term and had been 
elected after a bitter fight, leaving willing enemies at 
heme. Moreover, no state in the union had’ been s0 
torn by the “ brothers’ war” as was his own. Border 
warfare, guerrilla raids, and the long struggle between 
the pro and anti slavery parties for possession of the 
state had left Kansas the bitterest recollections and 
fiercest animosities. It was fecund ground for the 
spoileman, who made no hesitancy over calling the 
Johneen impeachment an issue between the north and 
the south. 

From the first suggestion of hesitancy on Ross’ part 
the storm began to-roll upon him. As a matter of 
fact he Gisliked Johnson personally and his state under- 
stood this condition, yer he was unwilling to convict a 
president and establish a perilous precedent because of 
this tmmateria} prejudice. In vain did he send word to 
his state that he was listening te the testimony and 
that he would cast his ballot according to his final con- 
ception of truth and justice. He assured his constit- 
wents that he had formed no opinions and that it was 
impossible for him to forecast his decision. 


Momentous Day. for All Nation, 


With every day that the deliberations lasted the

Comments Kept by Former Senator. 


All of these comments are taken from a scrapbook 
kept by Senator Ross himself and from. letters in the 
hands of his daughter. There always will be a feel- 
ing of shock about contemplating this pitiable fate of 
aman saving the mementos of his undoing. 

Even as his detractors said, Ross was dead politically. 
With the expiration of his term he went back to Kansas, 
to be greeted with taunts, obloquy, and slander. Years 
of effort to reéstablish himself in the communktty which 
once had so honored him Were futilities. At last, in the 
long evening of life, he moved from Kansas to Albu- 
querque, N. M., where he continued to work as a printer 
at the case, génerally in the most evident and oppressive 
poverty. He sank out of the world, but not out of 
memory. ‘ 

As late as 1907 Gen. Hugh Cameron, the Kaagsas 
hermit, set out to carry to Ross a message of pen ce 
from Kansas. Cameron, a strange character, who made 
a habit of walking from Lawrence, Kas., to Washington 
to witness every successive. preSidential inauguration, 
made the long peregrination to New Mexico and found 
the former senator in his last days. ~ 

What solace the changed feeling of the *years may 
have been to Ross few can. know. Cameron followed 


him to *he grave within the year, taking with himi the

That is not a new idea 
The old philosophers—Marcus Aurelius and others— 
expressed it in a different form. But more and more 
people are coming to accept it.

I never think about 
them. That is why I never read newspapers. They 
terrify me!” said Mrs. Burnett to an interviewer. 

The novelist continued: 

} “Gory details—crimes—murders—I don’t believe it 
does any one any good to read about them. Of course, 
if there were anything that my knowing about could 
help or avert it would be my duty to know of it. 

“But I am speaking of the irremediable horrors. I 
belleve that we carry our own happiness or misery 
about with us. 

“We make or mar it—I suppose. Some people 
won't understand what I mean. A man might fall 
down and break his leg, and conclude that I said it 
served him right. One of the hardest things in life to 
realize is that all brains are not alike; to look into @ 
pair of human eyes and know that you cannot possibly 
communicate your thought to that brain. 

“Beliefs are only hopes—if any one really believed, 
life would be a long egstasy of waiting. When we say 
I believe,” we mean ‘I Bope.’ I hope there is another 
heaven than that we make for ourselves. To stand 
in the light—tolook toward the light—I have had 
dreams——”

Investment Worth All Precautions. 


I know, for just the other day I went inté Bach 
Brothers’ housé in West Michigan stfeet, Chicago, where 
$500,000 worth of odoriferous skihs in the raw were 
piled, and stacked, and bagged, and bundled, and it was 
no place for the average hungry workingman to eat 
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his lunch in. 
But there were the bars of chilled steel from base- 
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ments windows up four or five stories to the roof. But 
an investment of $500,000 was represented there, visible 
to the eye and markedly present to one with a nose 
Which was in normal functioning. | 

All of which was in proof of the fact that the expert 
tanner and dyer of furs isn’t the%whole thing in the 
market of popular furs at popular—if difficult—high 
prices. The trapper in’ the snowy woods and prairies 
and*the fur dresser who receives a $3,000 or $5,000 ship- 
ment of raw, real, smelly skins are elemental and in- 
dispensable to the business of the furrier and retail 
dealer in fur garments. 

A visit to an establishment of the kind, protected by 
chilled steel bars, never could appeal to the ultimate 
consumer of the fur products. But she may be willing 
to read of such a trip to the end of discovering that 
judgment of furs in the rough is as requisite as is the 
judgment of diamonds after the stones have left the 
lapidary. 

As an example of the fact that no woman wearing a 
Set of costly furs should attempt to invade such prem- 
ises, my guide through the premises took me into the 
“mink room.” I smelled them first, naturally. We had 
looked around a bft in general when in answer to a 
question my guide stepped upon a small pile of mink 
skins in order:to take down an especially large, fine 
Specimen hanging on the wall. Only the dark tail of the 
Skin was visible in fur. The remainder of the pelt 
showed tightly stretched and inside out, in a greasy 
Surface of raw hide tapering to the nose in conformity 
with the shape of the narrow, pointed board which had 
stretched it.

Only Expert Appreciates Their Value. 

“This is a particularly large, dark pelt from Ontario,” 
he said as he stepped off the pile of skins on to the 
floor. “In fact this whole pile of mink skins is from 
Ontario and they are of the best dark grade.”

Wheré Best’ Mink Shins Are Found. 


Ontario, northern New York, and ‘the state of Maine 
produce the finest mink skins on the continent. Sec- 
ond in quality are the skins from the Lake- Superior 
regions of the United States and Canada. Northwestern 
Canada and Alaska yield pelts of third grade, while the 
Chippewa Indiarf feservation of Wisconsin produces the 
fourth grade skins. These are the “prime” skins. 

In this class of prime pelts, too, are four gradations 
as to the size of the skins, ranging “extra,” “ large,” 
** medium,” and “small.” a 

Out of the prime class, are four other gradations 
running “light” as to color; “small” again; and No. 3s 
and No. 48. These light skins are due to climatic con- 
ditions in the south. The “emali” and the “36” and 
“4s” of the class ordinarily are too young to have 
grown coats of fur. 

y enough, the heaviest pelt of any of the mink 


is animal and renders it almost 
valueless. Out of the whole middle west region these 
mink skins carry to the expert the particular section 
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left in the trap; he pays attention to the careful skin- 
ning of the skull which leaves the nose and eye-holes 
and lips intact. A 30-caliber bullet hole or a few shot 
perforations do not affect the value of a good skin for 
the reason that the furrier knows just how to stitch 
over the blemish.

Canadian Indian Best Trapper. 


“Give me the Canadian Indian asa trapper and skin- 
ner,” said my guide. He'll have the four legs with 
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the slaws on: he'll likely leave the teeth of the animal 
as they were in life; the bristles on the nose will be 
there, intact. This Canadian Indian at large is the best 
man in the game and he gets the best money for his 
work, and the expert will pick out his handiwork any- 
where. He has something of his own in the work which 
the white man can’t copy.” 

Strange that the mink—which in the settling of the 
middle west was an intolerable pest to the farmer 
having a henhouse—should have become in these later 
years one of the most popular and expensive of the 
native fur-bearing animals. For he is by no means ap- 
proaching extinction if one will listen to thé” middle 
west farmer whose farm borders a small river, with 
banks abounding with uproooted trees and occasional 
rock strata. His chicken yard is his measure of the 
animal’s activities, when in the course of ten nights 
the marauder may decimate a flock of fifty hens. 

Twenty years ago the farm boy who caught a big 
mink in midwinter, pelt and stripped his hide and 
“nlanked” it was fortunate to get a silver half 
dollar at the local. commission. house. The man who 
paid him seventy-five cents for the skin was a ifberal 
buyer. Today ten times the price is paid for the 
stripped skin, and the poorest available grade of mink 
skin commands $3.50 cash. 

Leading with the mink as the most popular and val- 
uable of the common fur-bearing animals, the skunk 
is probably a chief second. After the skunk comes the 
raccoon, then the possum, and last—but vastly more 
numerous than any other of these animals—ies the musk- 


rat.

Skunk Special Prey of Farm Boys. 


Thousands of farm boys have skinned the odoriferous 
skunk and tacked his hide on the side of the barn to 
dry on the leeward side and disposed of it at the village 
hidehouse for a quarter. Today the skunk skin of 
average grade brings $3.26 to the trapper, with the 
coon skin of average size and quality quoted to the 
trapper at the same average price. But to the farm 
boy. the catching of a skunk was a dozen times more 
common and easy than the taking of the raccoon. 

With the skunk and the raccoon pelts about one-half 
the price of the best grades of mink, the reader may 
judge the worth of these furs to the manufacturer of 
fur goods. Sizes of the two animals and the condition 
of the furs mark their several grades. It is noteworthy 
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that the largest raccoons and skunks come from MiIn- 
nesota, while the smallest skunk is a native of Texas, 
the largest state in the union. 

Two raccoon skins in the Bach establishment are held 
there as the largest pelis ever received from the body 
of this cousin of the bear. Both skins came froom Min- 
nesota and are exactly the same measurements. They 
measure forty-six inches from tip to tip and twenty- 
four inches across. Each skin has fur of the finest 
class, carrying the darkest shade and the pronounced 
cross-barring of the tails. ) 

The opossum is a southern creature in natural habi- 
tat. A few years ago he wasn’t worth skinning, where 
now the trapper gets seventy-five cénts for a skin of 
fair grade 
, * 


Muskrat the Most Trapped Animal, 


But today the muskrat is the most numerously trapped 
fur bearing animal on the continent. For several 
years his hide has been dropping in price. Last fall 
there was a distinct slump in the price, bringing thirty 
cents to the trapper for the average pelt. A few years 
ago a season’s receipts for this house ran as high as 
750,000 rate skins. Its fur largely is used as linings 
now, while once it was “river mink” when worked wp 
into muff and collarette of cheap prices. Michigan 
always has produced the highest quality of muskrat 
skins. The skin of the rat is thin and egsily torn, 
but they are received stripned outside in, the “rat” 
tail amputated, as is the opossum’s, and stretched on @ 
board. . 

The fox family is numerous in the United States, 
Canada, and Alaska. Red and gray fox skins of good 
grade bring the trapper about $2 each—a price which 
confounds the average person when he considers that a 
Minnesota. skunk is worth twice as much. The white 
fox of Alaska, however, brings the fox family up to 
standard. among high priced furs. My guide showed 
me twenty-four skins of the white fox, received the day 
before, for which the trapper got $454 net. These 
skins were shipped with the long, snow white fur on 
the outside. 

The gray wolf from Canada commands about the same 
price as the best mink, ranging from $6 to $7, though 
in fur surface a good specimen of Canada wolf skin 
will measure five times the square surface of the largest 
mink The wolf from the western portions of the 
United States ranges considerably lower in price com- 
pared to his Canadian brother.

Marten Enigma to the Layman. 


But speaking of the marten! Here is one of the most 
contradictory of furs when viewed bythe layman. The 
marien of the far north is no larger than a large mink. 
Turn the skin of a mink and the average person would 
net deteet that a difference existed. But while the best 
Ontario mink brings his average of $7. the best marten 
hes established a trapper’s average of $30 a skin. My 
guide stepped into a small, dark room and brought out 
two bunches of tanned skins, fur side out and held to- 
gether by wire loops through the eyeholes of the skin. 

“Which bunch would you run away with if you had 
broken in as a burglar and had to leave one string 
behind?” 

I made a hasty examination—probably as good as a 
long one—and decided that as one bunch was larger 
than the other I'd take the big one. He laughed. 

“There's where you'd lose out about $4,000 at least,” 
he said. “This larger bunch is made up of light, 
‘colored mink. This small one is 6f the best marten, 
uncolored, and our price to the furrier for the bunch 
is %,000.” " 

Yet a 10 year old school girl could have carried that 
$5,000 bunch of tanned skins five miles. — 

The otter, in comparison with the marten, is below in 
rank. The best otter from Alaska is two or three times 
larger than the best marten, but the AlasKa otter brings 
$35 a skin, while the best grade otter from Florida 
brings $16 at the trap. In its uses the plucked otter— 
from which the long hair is drawn-—is most adapted 
to woman’s wear. In its native condition the fur of the 
otter is used largely as collars for overcoats. 


* 
Army of Trappers in the Field. 


All skins received are in the raw state, and are packed 
tightly into manila bagging. The wrapping is heavy 
and securely sewed. The skins may range from a pelt 
stripped six weeks before and comparatively dry to the 
skin taken from the animal a day before the shipping. 
No salting is done, nor treating of any kind. 

The first work after the grading of the pelts in the 
receiver's market is that of taking all flesh and fats 
from the skins. For this purpose a stretching board 
commensurate with the skin tightens the pelt over the 
working board, which in turn is made fast to a sloping 
“bench” at 45 degrees, ending in a refuse box. Work- 
ing downward with a tool resembling the carpenter's 
drawing knife, the skin is left clean of all clinging 
fiesh-and fat and is ready for the tanner. And the 
tanner and the dyer would involve another story alto- 
gether. 

When pelts have been cleaned they go to the drying 
room. One of the features of the particular drying 
room visite is the “postoffice” rack. It is made of 
wood and wire-bar sections, each of a size to receive 
one muskrat skin stretched on its board. This post- 
office rack will hold 1,956 rat “letters.” 


Twelve Hours Sufficient for Drying. 

For the other kinds of pelts a drying board in pro- 
portion is used and the pelts are stacked on shelves 
along the walls, with a two-inch space between, main- 
tained by a nail on one side of each board. 

In drying, the ‘temperature ranges between 80 and 
90 degrees and in this room twelve hours are sufficient 
for the drying, allowing of two fillings in twenty-four 
hours. When the tanner’s work is done the house has 
fts crates of tanned pelts arranged ready for the fur- 
rier’s buyer. But even at this selling stage most of the 
skins are set there, skin side out, on the board upon 
which they were driet. In average sales, too, the 
buyer—who is as expert as the man who passed on the 
raw skins—seldom examines more than the rump of the 
animal, turning that portion of the skin back on the 
board for judgment.

attacks the reptile by a method which seems to smack 
rather of reason than of instinct. When it finds one it 
begins to hop around it, scratching the ground in hos- 
tile manner. and obviously eager for the fray. The 
snake promptly coils, rattles loudly, and waves its head 
back and forth menacingly. The bird seises in its ill 
some long object, such as a twig or a stiff leaf, and 
thrusts it toward ‘the rattlesnake, which instantly 
strikes. Immediately the bird counters with a well 4i- 
rected stroke of the bill, which almost puts its foe hors 
de combat, so that a few more cautious strokes are 
sufficient to dispatch It. 

“The combat is the more singular hecause this bird 
does not use the snake for food. The onslaught of the 
,eagle is easier to understand, becaus¢ it feasts upon 
the flesh of the serpent. Theeagle usuajly swoops upon 
its prey, seizes it by the tall, bears it aloft, and lets it 
fall. It never attacks it when coiled, bint first drives it 
to flight by screams and the beating of its wings. 

“The snake is either Killed or stunhed by the fall, 
whereupon. the eagle carefully cuts off the’ head and 
devours the body. which is usually fat.” 
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NE hundred and ~Y senate 
ago an Englishman wa@ dr@wned phe 
Thames some miles above Gravesend, and 
his body never was recovered until re- 
cently. 


The remains of this unfortunate Briton 
now lie in state in the British museum 


and are much honored. He has done more 


than any one else to prove the great antiquity of the 
human race in its present state of physical develop- 
ment. * 

For man, according to these recent discoveries, is 
infinitely older than has heretofore been supposed. 
Only a few years ago, comparatively, the most popu- 
lar ‘theory on the antiquity of the world was that of 
Archbishop Usher. who had computed that earth and 
man were created in the year 4004 B. C. It seems 
‘laughable now that such a childlike estimate of the 
world’s age should kave been accepted less than a hun- 
dred years ago by men of scientific attainment. But 
such is the fact. 

It appears that science had not the courage to ac- 
cept the evidences to be found on every side. There 
is something so gigantic in the thought that men have 
worked and fought and loved upon this earth for more 
than a hundred thousand years that the scientists of 
a century ago could not accept it. 

= 


Theory at First Hard to Accept. 


Science itself was young, and a few thousand years 
seemed a long time; long enough for the creation and 
development of a universe. It was not 
until so late a day as 1860 that scientific 
men came to accept the fact that pre- 
historic man was contemporaneous with 
tne hairy elephant, the Irish elk, and 
other eatinct animals. This was an ac- 
knowledgment that man had lived upon 
the. earth as much as 20,000 years. 

When M. Tournol and Dr. Schmer- 
ling tried to gain acceptance for this fact 
in 1828 they were laughed at. These 
men had made examinations of the lime- 
stone caverns in southern France and in 
the valley of the Mense, and they 
found Crude fiint hatchets and other 
remnants which demonstrated to them 
that man had lived in the, age of the 
cave bear, or in the post-glacial drift. 
Even in 1841, when M. Boucher de 
Perthes found stone hatchets in a sand 
bed, together with. the fossil mam- 
moths, and rhinoceroses, nesr Menche- 
court, in France, he was laughed at for 
asserting that man moved in the qua- 
ternary period. 

But it was gradually developed that 
the earth had been the seat of vege- 
table and animal life for an immense 
period of time. Historical research 
found’ written records of Egyptian dy- 
nasties far more remote than Arch- 
bishop Usher’s world beginning. Two 
discoveries finally brought a .general 
acceptance of the fact that the human 
species had been extant for from 20,000 
to 100,000. years.

Deposit Requires Thousands of Y ears. 


One of these was that in borings in 
the Nile bottom in Egypt, dewn as far 
as sixty feet, fragments of pottery and 
brick were always found. The average 
deposit of the Nile has been figured at 
not more than a few inches a century, 
so that many thousand yeafs would 


have Deen required to cover these bits of 


pottery under sixty feet of mud. 

The other discovery was at St. Acheul, France, 
where flints were found in a gravel bed immediately 
overlying the ehalk, and, in turn covered by twelve 
feet of marl, capped with soil in which were graves 
of the Gallo-Reman era, which means that this sur- 
face soll had not been disturbed for 15,000 years. 

But it was not until the discovery of the early 
Briton who had been drowned in the Thames that the 
most daring mind ventured beyond 100,000 years for 
the absolute limit of human life. A second feature’ of 
this discovery, of remarkable significance, is the fact 
that this man of 170,000 years ago was not a near ape.

Prof. N.S. Shaler, the Harvard geologist, found: some 
evidence that prehistoric man had reached this devel- 
opment from the apelike state in the tools of his man- 
ufacture. The Calaveras skull found in California was 
that of a tool maker who, according to calculation, 
lived 50,000 years ago.’ Some doubt has been cast on 
the authenticity of this skull,.and if this doubt:is well 
founded we have no absolute evidence of man as a 
thinking creature more than 10,000 or 12,000 years ago.

000 years ago, contradicts all theories of the recent 
development of man from the animal state. His skull 


and frame correspond so closely to those of the med- 
ern man that there can be little doubt that he had as 
much of mental development as the savages of the 
present day. ’ 

Prof. Arthur Keith, conservator of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, demonstrated these facts a short time 
ago to British anthropelogists. 
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“One is struck by the fhodernity of the type,” said 
Prof. Keith. “It is true that there is probably not a 
single individual in these islands today who shows all 
of the features of this man. The extreme length and 
extreme narrowness of his head, may be approached 
by some, his short stature (a little over five feet) by 
many, but few would show the curious ¢eatures of his 
thigh bone and the relative shortness of his leg bones. 
Very few would be found to possess the same relative 
dimensions of teeth, but in many men an equally re- 
treating chin and a correspondng form of forehead 
can be seen. * ,

| Modern Man an Ancient Type. 

“His brain was somewhat below that’of the average 
modern man in size, but bigger than is often. found 
in highly intelligent people. The lesson that has been 
brought home to anthropologists and archzologists is 
that the modern type of man,.the man who has shed 
all traces of simian traits in face, feature and body, 
is infinitely older than we have hitherto supposed.” 

The Galley Hill man had a pécullarly elongated 
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skull and a neck that would be unusual on a modern 
man because of its thickness. His ¢a.e was much 
shorter than that of. the average man o; today. But 
his forehead had none of the sloping ce 1aracter and 
lack of frontal development which we a»sociate with 
the skulle found at various times in cave, and gravel 
pits. The man’s chest was narrow and his \egs slightly 
more bent than is usual among modern nin. But he 
was not hairy and hideous and apelike. H. must have 
been, according to Prof. Keith, a presentable sort of 
ancestor. 

The great remoteness of the time in which this 
Galley Hill man lived and died is figured from the ero- 
sion of its valley by the Thames. The glaci.l drift in 
the English river valleys is found 200 or nore feet 
above the present water level. The Galley Hill. man 
was found in this drift, in the ten-foot grave) stratum 


which covers the chalk and is known as the 100 foot 


terrace, and is regarded as the former valle, of the 
river. The bones were found at the bottom of the 
gravel by employés of.a cement factory who ere re- 
moving this covering in order to get at the chalk for- 


‘Imation. 
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The skeleton lay in a deposit of sandy clay. which 
denoted a pool in the bottom Of the old river. The 
river must have carried a far greater volume of water 
in those days, for in some places it has worn out its 
valley to a width of six or eight miles. 
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# 
Skeleton Found in Clay Deposit. 


The river is now 100 feet below the level where the 
body was found, and it is known to have, at one time. 
occupied a bed forty feet below its present level, so 
that since the Galley Hill man was buried at its bot- 
tom the Thames has lowered and raised its level at 
least 170 feet. 

As the level of the river is known to have made an 
almost imperceptible change since the peftiod of Roman 
oceupation, it will be seen how vast a period of time 
has been ‘required for this erosion. If a rate o” one 
foot for each thousand years is allowed it will be seen 
that the Galley Hill man, the oldest, known Briton. 
must have lived at least 170,000 years ago. and per- 
haps at a much earlier date. 

This being true, the average man of the present day 
is a far more distant descendant of Adam than he had 
supposed nimself fo be.

NY country child can tell you that 

there is more than one way to build 

a nest. Most nests, even the sim- 

plest, are artfully contrived and 

“=e §6beautiful, though some of them are 

merely curious. Almost all birds make 

nests, in one place or another, although 

there are some that merely scrape a hole in 

the ground to hold their eggs and young, 

and many sea fowl lay their eggs on naked 

ledges of barren rock, and the cuckoo always 
uses the nest of some other bird, 

Nests are of many forms, more than one 
would guess. Generally they are open at the 
top, but some, like those of the swallows, 
are so placed under the projection of a rock 
or of a building as to be covered and have an 
opening at the side. Others are situated in 
holes excavated in loamy, sandy or clayey 
banks. 

Most wonderful of all, perhaps, __e the 


nests which are literally good enough to 


eat. In China and the eastern islands live 
some little swallows, which make in cares 
of the eastern archipelago small white 
nests—hundreds of them together, in an im- 
mense nest community—that are highly es- 
teemed as articles of food, especially in 
China. The finest of these nests are trans- 
parent, as if they were formed of gelatin, 
and are made by the bird from its saliva. 
The first nest which the bird builds is the 
finest, the second somewhat less delicate, 


and the third not edible at all, for by this - 


time the little builder has been obliged to 
resort to using bits of seaweed in construc- 
tion of its home. 

In Australia lives a small starling which 
makes a curious bungalow, apparently for 
pleasure only. Some call it the bowerbird, 
and others the collar bird because of the 
band of light rose pink feathers which 
crosses the back of its neck. It makes a 
bowerlike erection which it does not use for 
a nest at all, but for a kind of wedding 
bower. The base of the nest consists of a 
wide and rather convex platform of sticks, 
which are interwoven firmly, and on the 
center of this the bower itself is built of 
twigs that are more flexible. The part 
about the entrance is gayly decorated by the 
birds with rags and bones and shells and gay 
feathers, and any white or brightly colored 
object which it picks up. The inside is 
beautifully lined with tall grasses so placed 
that their heads almost meet. 

The pot birds and oven birds build fine 
dome shaped nests with two partitions. The 
walls are about an inch thick; the opening 
is at the side. They like to build their 
homes high and facing the road, probably 
so that they can see intruders as they ap- 
proach. Their conical nest is built of straw 
and dried leaves mixed with clay. 

There are two chambers in this well made 
bungalow, and the eggs are laid in the inner 
one. A man’s hand fits easily into the en- 
trance chamber, but cannot be twisted about 
to reach the eggs in the interior cavity, the 
entrance being small and higher up. The 
interior is lined with soft, dry grasses. 

Most imaginative of all these tiny build- 
ers is the little tailor bird, which makes a 
delicate little receptacle by sewing together 
the edges of a leaf, or sometimes two leaves, 
with palmy fibers, the nest proper consist- 
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ing of palmy down" hair, fine grass, and 
similar materials. 

The woven nests of Africa are also mar- 
vels of bird architecture; so too the hum- 
ming bird’s nest, and the finder of the latter 
may consider himself indeed fortunate. 
These tiniest of bungalows are usually deep 
cup shaped, and are made of palmy down 
fastened together with spiders’ webs, while 
the outside is often ornamented with lichens, 
mosses and rarely with feathers.

ALSTED street, Chicago, is the longest 
business street in the world. It is also 
the broadest.

‘commercial life. It pierces a dozen busi- 
ness and retail centers, north, west, and 
south. It is the main highway of the great- 
est manufacturing and industria! district in 
the world. It passes through the most dense- 
ly populated section in the United States. 
It works and plays in thirty languages. 
Along its line are the growing peoples, new 
come, virile, with a future that is all before 
them.. Other streets may put on more 
“front.” But Halsted street is the back- 
bone. It is the longest and the broadest 
street in the world. 

Halsted street has no commercial organiza- 
tion. It is too long, too broad, too diversified. 
It has as Many sections as there are marks 
en @ foot rule. Each section is different. 
Anything that may be found in the city is to 
+e found on Halsted street. Many things are 
pil its own. 

Halsted is a business street. North, west, 
and south it brings together its people to 
‘bay. In foreign colonies where English is 
aimost a rumor, it is supreme, and in Amer- 
ican COMMunities, where foreign speech is a 
curiosity, many a resident never sees the loop 
except on circus day. Halsted street feeds 
and clothes and furnishes and employs its 
own. It is sufficient unto itself.

Wilderness of Industries. 

We have crossed Clybourn avenue and are 
about to cross Goose island, an industrial 
wilderness that is hard to duplicate any- 
where. In a moment we have plunged from 
retail into manufacturing. We have reached 
the north river, where it wanders among

torigs, shipbuilding plants, and industries of 
a thousand kinds. From North avenue to 
Erie we are passing through one of the 
world’s greatest industrial corners. The air 
ie perfumed and otherwise with commerce. 
Before the north shore channel was opened 
last wimter the irridescent tide of the river 
bere moved oilily, with bits of wool from the 
tanneries blowing hither and yon upon its 
dusty surface. But no more. The govern- 
ment dredges are improving the dockage fa- 


foundries, tanneries, coal docks, boiler fac- 


cilities which give Goose tsland industries 
such an advantage. 

At Grand avenue, and for a block north and 
south, we catch a glimpse of Italy. It is all 
about us. Just east of the river and two 
blocks from us are Gault court and Milton 
street, the heart of the swarming north side 
Italian colony. Just west on Chicago avenue 
is a Neapolitan neighborhood called ‘‘ Little 
Italy,”” and an Armenian settlement. Be- 
tween Chicago avenue and the river is “* Lit- 
tle Hell,”’ so called by the police. Along the 
river is the north side negro center. Itisa 
scenic spot, but do not let us forget that it 
adds as much to the wealth of the country as 
any equal strettch of street in the world, 
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Wholesale Center of World. 

But now, we have crossed Grand avenue, we 
have entered another sort of manufacturing 
and wholesaling center that is the largest in 
the world. It extends southward as far as 
Harrison street and from the river on the 
east to a western boundary thatis constantly 
moving farther west. Here came the first 
of the wholesale houses, mail order organ- 
izations, and manufacturers who were crowd- 
ed from the east side of the river and the 
loop. Gradually they worked wastward, driv- 
ing Out the tenements. 

Por years they would not cross Halsted 
street. jut as factory after factory has 
gone in, and jobber after jobber, rentals have 
gone up and up, ground values have soared. 
The industrial center has moved west till it 
rests on Halsted. As we pass along you will 
catch glimpses up and down the streets of 
high massive buildings that hum with com- 
meree. Halsted street car conductors take 
in bales of transfers from the workers in 
these industria! plants. 

A desperate effort was made in 1905 and 1906 
to widen Halsted street. From river to river 
was the cry. Such men as Edward Horan, 
John M. Smyth, Andrew J: Graham, L. Klein, 
George Beidler, and John McMahon were act- 
ive in the movement. They tried to or- 
ganize the street and to make it into a great 
north and south highway 100 feet wide. The 
front of the buildings on the west side of 
the street wasto be shorn off for the improve- 
ment. It was claimed that, thus widened, the 
entire traffic leading into the loop from the 
west side would concentrate through Hal- 
sted. But alarmed at the expense and the 
loss of their Duildings enough property own- 
ers signed a protest to block the widening 
echeme even after the council had appro- 
priated $15,000 for preliminary work. The 
cost of the widening was figured at from $1,- 
000,000 to $3,000,000. 

Speaking of wide streets, ladies and gentle- 
men. we will pause here. Glancing to theleft 


and right you will see the famous Haymarket 
Square, popularly supposed to have been 
the scene of the anarchistic bomb throwing 
to which it gave name. This is a widening 
of Randolph street, and is one of the busiest 
early morning intersections in the city. Here 
Is the west side produce market and here 
will be, if many influential elements have 
their way, the center of the new South Water 
street market after it is moveé€ from the loop. 

‘These cormers are among the most valuatMle 
in Halsted street. The ground value at the 
intersection is said by west side real estate 
men to be $3,000 a front foot. At Sangamon 
it has tapered down to $700. Three months 
ago it ts said $75.000 was offered for twenty 
feet at the corner of Halsted and Randoiph 
and declined Ten years @go the property 
was not marketabie for more than $50.00). 
Three tenants can be found for every vacanm 
store in the market. 

This, of course, is the oldest part of the 
street. Some big men have come out of Hal- 
Sted street. At Washington and Halsted, 
the southwest corner, stands the old A. M. 
Billings bank, where has built up the gas 
company which now serves the city. The 
billings estate semt $15,000.000 through pro- 
bate, and was said to have amounted to 
twice that figure, all made on Halsted etreet. 
Much of the property along the street here 
has been held for years and Is stil) held by the 
Billings, Morrison and other estates

Halsted Shares in Boom. 

The old Masanic temple at Halsted and 
Randolph is a landmark wel! known for many 
vears. The Bijou and the Academy of Music 
are two old time show houses which have 
been on the street almost sincethe fire. Hal- 
sted was one of the west side streets to share 
in the business boom that followed that con- 
flagration. The intersection of Halsted and 
Madison is the busiest street crossing on the 
west side. It is a center of retail merchants. 
offices, and banks. It is alsoa Uvely amuse 
ment center, and there is something doing 
day and night.

River Houses Hemes cf Pece. 
housings and tenements west of the 
river have always been the home of the 
poor. First of the foreign invasions, the 
waves of immigration to fill these streets 
west of the river were the Iri¢h and thie 
Germans They came and they grew up 
about Halsted street. As they found them- 
selves and got a start in life in this new 
country they gradually scattered into more 
desirable neighborhoods and in time pro 
€uced many of the greatest men of the city 
and the country. 

In the places given up by these, the home. 
of the newly arrived, appeared in turn the 
Jews, Bohemians, Greeks, Italians.

The history of the development 
of these races is the history of Halsted.

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HE MYSTERY of Shaks- 
pere’s* genius is not re- 
vealed by the meager de- 
tails about his life which 

_ have been gleaned by the 
assiduous labor of liter- 
ary detectives. Even now 
we know little or nothing 
about his edueation, his 
position in his father’s 
house, about his domestic 
relations, about his own 
family. All we have are 
the dates of his’ marriage, 
of the birth of his first 
ehild and of the twins 
later, of his only son’s 
death and of the succes- 
sive weddings of his two 
daughters. Legal docu- 

ments of one kind or another, which give us these 

facts, supply us also with a few more dates, inter- 
esting enough in themselves but not elucidating. 

Tradition,-which is rarely trustworthy, has con- 

tributed not a little gossip— about his having in 

his youth taken part in a poaching adventure on 
the lands of a wealthy family near Stratford and 
about a carouse with Ben Jonson after his retire- 
ment to his native town. Tradition tells us that it 

Was owing to his influence that Jonson’s first play 

Was accepted by the company and that Shakspere 

played a part in it. 
But nothing has yet come to light to tell us how 
Spent ‘the trying years in London, before he 
made a place for himself as actor and as author. 

Did he begin outside the theater by holding the 

horses of the gallants who mounted to the boxes? 

did he begin inside the theater in the humble 

Oflice of eall-boy? Did he serve an apprenticeship 
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mission after a while into the limited group of shar- 
ers, who may be considered as the associated man- 
agers of the theater. However he may have begun 
as a playwright, apparently by patehing up old 
pieces, he soon took courage to ¢ompose original 
plays; and he was industriously engaged in dramatic 
authorship for a score of years at least. Thirty- 
seven plays are now attributed to ‘him, altho his 
exact share in half a dozen is still a matter of de- 
bate. And we do not know the order in which his 
plays were written, no two investigators agreeing 
on the strict sequenee of their composition. Shaks- 
pere himself refrained from publishing even a sin- 
gle one of his plays; and no text can be aecepted 
as representing lis own manuscript. 

One deduction from all the evidence may be taken 
as fully warranted. Shakspere had an unusual gift 
for friendship. He made friends early and he kept 
them late. He was a man whom other men lhked 
and to whom they went for help. The dedications 
of “Venus and Adonis” and “Luereee” to South- 
hampton prove ihat a younger man of high rank 
had early admitted him to intimacy. Bequests in 
his own will and in the wills of his, associates of the 
theater prove that his fellows held him in affection- 
ate regard. The publication of his plays in folio, 
seven years after his death, by the pious care of 
two surviving comrades, prove that they lovingly 
cherisht his memory. Ben Jonson’s conversations 
with Drummond prove that Shakspere had been able 
to bind to him a poet as touéhy and as self-valuing 
as the author of the “Alchemist,” despite all their 
striking differences in character and in dramatic 
theory. 

Apparently he was as free from affectation and 
pretence as was Moliére, as friendly and compan- 
ionable. He liked to mix with his fellow men and 
to meet them affably, with no assumptions of 
superiority, no austerity of demeanor and no aloof- 
ness of manner. As Moliére used to foregather with 
Boileau and the rest at the Croix d’Or, so 
Shakspere frequented the Mermaid. 
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“What things have we seen 
Done at the Mermaid! Heard words that have been 
So nimble, and so full of subtle flame. 
As if that every one from whence they came 
Had meant to put his whole wit in a jest, 
And had resolved to live a fool the rest 
Of his dull life.” 


So Beaumont recorded their meetings in his poet- 
ical epistle to Jonson; and Fuller — writing, it must 
be admitted, nearly half a century after Shakspere’s 
death — asserted that “many were the wit-combats 
betwixt him and Ben Jonson, which two I behold 
like a Spanish great Gallion and an English man 
of War: Master Jonson (like the former) was built 
far higher in learning; Solid, but Slow in his per- 
formaneces. Shakspear, with the English man of 
War, lesser in bulk, bat lighter in sailing, could turn 
with all tides, tack about, and take advantage of all 
winds, by the quickness of his Wit and Invention.” 


ULLER’S assertion that Jon- 
son was built far higher in 
learning is supported by Jon- 
son’s own remark that Shaks- 
pere had “small Latin and 
Less Greek.” This may be 
taken as an admission that 
Shakspere had some Greek 
and more Latin, even tho his 
learning may have seemed but 
little to Jonson, who was 
himself a scholar of omnivor- 
ous reading and of inde- 
fatigable absorption. If 
Shakspere went to the Gram- 
mar School at Stratford, he 
might have acquired a smat- 
tering of Greek, altho there is 
no evidence of this in any of 
his writings. And if he was 
able to attend the school for a term of years, he 
would have been well grounded in Latin. He quotes

About a year or so be- 
fore, when a ten-inch gun of this particular make 
was being tested at Sandy Hook, the breech block 
blew out, went through the bomb-proof, and killed 
several officers and men. 

Having completed my work, I had started up the 
railroad track in the direction of the steamboat land- 
ing, to return home, when there came the ring of the 
bell for another discharge of the cannon. As the 
breech of the gun was pointing exactly in my diree- 
tion, I recalled the above 
fatality; but I reasoned 
with myself that, as a 
great many later tests 
had been made with these 
guns, and as the defect 
in the breech mechanism 
was supposed to have 
been corrected, the chance 
of the breech blowing 
out at this particular 
discharge and coming 
my way was infinitely 
small. ; 

Nevertheless, I thought, 
it is exactly on sueh oc- 
easions that the unexpected 
does happen. So, I ran for 
all I was worth . up the track 
and off at one side. Then I 
heard the report of the gun, and, 
looking around, I saw that, sure 
enough, the breech block had ° 
blown out, and had _ passed ces 
through a building in its path. , 
I saw it strike the track over 
Which I was walking, and eut a 
rail off; saw it strike the old 
stone fort beyond me, and, ricochet into the Fir a 
thousand feet. 

There was an immediate shower of stones and 
débris falling around me, which I dodged with great 
alacrity. On returning to the gun, I observed that 
the windows in the small house where I had been 
charging the Maximite shell were fairly riddled with 
pieces of smokeless powder, which had been blown 


from the breech of the gun.

One oF the closest calls that I ever had in my life 
occurred in my laboratory at Maxim, New Jersey, in 
the early nineties. } 

Two of my assistants were helping me to weigh 
out small batches of fulminate of mercury from a 
ten-pound jar. There were as many as half-a-dozen 
small squares of glass, each with its little pile of 
fulminate upon it. A five-pound bottle of nitro- 
glycerin stood on the bench. A little way removed, 
and under the bench, was a fifty-pound can of gela- 
tin dynamite. : 

We were proceeding very cautiously, when all at 
once the scoop toppled, and an iron weight fell, 
striking within an eighth of an inch of one of the 
pieces of glass on which was fulminate of mercury. 
After a second of suspense, we stared at one another 
in amazement, wondering whether or not we were 


_still in the land of the living. 


An investigation into the cause of the accident re- 
vealed the fact that one of the young men employed 
in the laboratory had broken off an arm of the seale 
—one of the supports of the scoop —the day be- 
fore, and, with criminal reticence, had made abso- 
lutely no mention of the fact to any one. Had that

ON ONE oceasion at my laboratory on the shores 
of Lake Hopatcong, I was conducting some experi- 
ments to test the efficiency of the safety-chamber of 
a detonating fuse for exploding projectiles charged 
with Maximite.

through which we had 
passed, we were numb with fright. Even now, when 
I think of it, I have a creepy feeling. 

We had made half-a-dozen tests before this; and 
all of the shells had exploded: except one. This was 
the second shell in which the safety-chamber had 
proved effectual. Had it failed this time, and had 
the Maximite charge exploded, blowing up the huge 
shell, we should all have been torn to ribbons. 

I rushed back to the machine shop, where I found 
that an employee, one of those careful, painstaking 
souls who are always attending voluntarily to the 
odds and ends of work left undone by others, had 
discovered the wires detached from the switch. With 
no memory of the order so recently issued, he forth- 
with connected them; and then, to make his culpable 
industry complete, he closed the switch, thus making 
the electric conneetions with the loaded shell. Doubt- 
less, he was comforted by a sense of duty well done. 
His duties in my service were certainly done. They 
ended then and there.

The sensation of dizziness 
would pass off almost immediately, only to return 
when she had walked another hundred feet or so. 
As it was extremely embarrassing to be obliged 
repeatedly to seat herself in the street or on the 
roadway, exposed to the gaze of all passers-by; 
and as she feared that the dizziness was sympto- 
matie of some grave malady, she had sought 
treatment at the Salpétriére. | 
At first the physicians there were themselves 
inclined to suspect the presence of a serious or- 
ganic disorder; but, a close examination showing 
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that the young woman was in excellent physical 
condition, they decided that the vertigo of which 
she complained was nothing more than a hyster- 
ical affection. Accordingly, they referred her to 
their psychopathological department, the head of 
which, Dr. Pierre Janet, is the world’s foremost 
authority on hysteria.

“No, my poor young lady,” muttered Janet to 
himself; “it does not distress you, because you 
have found a way to work it off in your waking 
moments.”

She had, without knowing 
it, subconsciously aceepted as a fact the dream 
of attempted suicide and subsequent dizziness 
and falling, and had .actually “suggested” to 
herself the vertigo which caused her such dis- 
tress and embarrassment. To bring about a 
cure, it would first be necessary to put a stop to 
the recurrent, disease-causing dream. This Dr. 
Janet proceeded to do by the simple process of 
hypnotizing the patient and giving her, while 
hypnotized, strong counter-suggestions de- 
signed to end the dream and to restore her gen- 
eral nervous balanee. In a few weeks she was 
once more in normal health. 

Now, I have cited this case, not because of its 
singularity, but because it is characteristic of a 
condition with which physicians are more and 
more generally coming to recognize that they 
have to reckon. Reegnt investigations have left 
no doubt that there are many maladies the 
symptoms of which, directly or indirectly, may 
be determined by dreams, and the cure of which 
is impossible unless the dreams in question are 
ferreted out and “suggested away.” All these 
maladies fall under the generic head of “hys- 
teria;” but this is a term of wide application 
and includes the most varied symptoms, phys- 
ical as well as mental. A hysterical patient 
without intending any deception, but simply 
because she cannot help herself, will simulate 
the symptoms of almost any organic disease: 
and Lay eno J only the employment of ex. 
tremely delicate tests will reveal the true eondi- 
tion. This simulation is the result of the vic- 
tim’s extreme suggestibility, which responds, as 
was said, even to suggestions imparted by 
dreams, and has such an effect on the bodily 
organism that there may be, for instance 
dream-caused paralysis. 

Thus, Dr. Alfred Binet, another expert of the 
Salpétriére, was asked to treat a girl of sixteen 
who for several months had been gradually be- 
coming incapable of speech and locomotion.

Whether or not Shakspere went to 
the Grammar School at Stratford, he 
never had that solid training in phil- 
osophy which Moliére received at the 
college at Clermont. And he never ap- 
proached the vast erudition for which 
Jonson unceasingly toiled. What more 
especially separates Shakspere from 
Jonson is that he never takes what 
may be called the scholar’s point of 
view, an attitude which is habitual to 
the younger man. Jonson reveals not 
only the scholar’s satisfaction in being 
supported by chapter and verse, but 
also the scholar’s abhorrence of care- 
less inaccuracy. Shakspere is consist- 
ently careless and inaccurate in mat- 
ters of scholarship. He is reckless in 
a manner impossible to any one trained 
to tread the stony path of learning. 
He has no certain knowledge in -geog- 
raphy, in histor®, and in natural his- 
tory; and ‘he net thinks of taking 
any trouble to look things up and to 
get them right. He.seems to be per- 
fectly satisfied with what ran off his 
pen, confident that his audiences were 
little likely to be particular about 
trifles or to possess information he 
lackt himself. ’ 

He reveals a complacent ignorance 
of the geography of Italy in the “Two 
Gentlemen of Verona” and in the 
“Tempest,” of that of Bohemia in 
“Twelfth Night,” of that of Scotland 
in “Macbeth,” and of that of Denmark 
in “Hamlet.” He never feels con- 


‘\ strained to follow the strict historical 


sequence of events which he might take 
over from the chroniclers and the his- 
torians, but transposes them at will to 
suit his own purpose. He conforms 
to the medieval habit of assuming that 
the manners and customs of the past 
differed but little or not at all from 
the manners and customs of the pres- 
ent; and as a result of this, he is pro- 
lifie in flagrant anachronisms. He 
bestows nunneries and abbesses on the 
ancient Greeks, and he lends clocks and 
cannon to the ancient Romans. He 
never thinks of correcting North’s 
blundering Decius for Pilutarech’s 
Decimuc Brutus or even North’s im- 


possible Calphurma for Calpurnia. He 
ignorantly changes the pronunciation

of Andronicus, wresting it from that 
which it had in Rome. 

He has been lavishly belauded for 
his delicate observation of nature and 
for his exact knowledge of the habits 
of plants. And it may. be acknowl- 
edged that, when he discourses of flow- 
ers and trees, he is standing on solid 
ground; for he had kept his eyes open 
during his Warwickshire boyhood, as 
he kept them open also during his 
London manhood. But even if he may 
be generally exact in his references to 
the plants of his native country, he is 
often inexact in his reference to birds 
and beasts. He makes the singing 
nightingale a male; and he implies 
that the swan swims in salt water. He 
suggests that the cuckoo can bite off 
the head of the hedge sparrow. He as- 
serts that the adder is deaf, that the 
mole is blind, and that the toad is 
venomous — absurdities due to the un- 
thinking acceptance of traditional be- 
liefs. He has no hesitation in availing 
himself. of the so-called unnatural nat- 
ural history, which was a medieval in- 
heritance and which has been popular- 
ized more recently by Lyly.

These various slips in geography 
and in chronology, and these blunders 
in botany and zoology may be admit- 
ted frankly, and they need not be 
apologized for, since they are most of 
them trifles of little importance. The 
dramatic poet is not called upon to 
possess the scientific accuracy of the 
college professor. But trifles as they 
are, they were impossible to a scholar 
hke Ben Jonson or Bacon. They indi- 
cate that Shakspere never attains to 
the high and narrow standard of 
scholarship, a thing wholly foreign to 
his temperament. He is free from an 
taint of the : 

pedantry which ean be 
detected in both Bacon and Jonson, 
His schooling, inferior to theirs, is 


sufficient for him. His learning is 


not book-learning; it is derived from 


life itself. He may lack much that| 


they knew, but he knows 

that they could never pag + 
of genius,” so Brunetiare 

ac he was dealing with 

ow many things without havi 

studied them; and we who tee 
these same things only because we have 
learnt them — we insist that they had 
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Shakspere has not only the in- 
tuition, the insight and the imagina- 
tion of the poet, he has also a per- 
sonal. power of sponge-like acquisi- 
tion, of absorbing all sorts of things 
from all sorts of people. Even if he 
never takes the scholar’s point of view, 
and even if he blunders earelessly in 
trivial details, he managed to aceumu- 
late abundant stores of information to 
sustain his later knowledge and to sup- 
port his ultimate wisdom. 


YE REASON, in- 

deed the chief 

reason probably, 

for the paucity of 

our information 

about Shakspere’s 
life is that nobody then thought it 
necessary to keep a record of his say- 
ings and doings; since nobody then 
suspected his supremacy. It would be 
pleasant for us to feel that his con- 
temporaries recognized and appreci- 
ated his greatness; but it is a fact that 
they did not. And it would be unrea- 
sonable for us to blame them for not 
perceiving then what is so plain to us 
now. “Great men,” so Lecky has re- 
minded us, “are like the great moun- 
tains which are surrounded by lower 
peaks that often obscure their grandeur 
and seem to a near observer to equal 
or even to overtop them. It is only 
when seen from far off that their true 
dimensions.are fully realized, and they 
soar to heaven above all rivals.” 

So it was that Cervantes and Mo- 
lire were not appreciated in their own 
lifetimes, popular as they were and 
warmly praised, even if not for the 
finer qualities that we now discover in 
their works. But Shakspere labored 
under a double disadvantage from 
which Cervantes and Moliére were 
free. In the first place, his plays were 
not publisht for his contemporaries to 
read in the study. They were to be 
seen only on the stage. And in the 
second place, plays were not then held 
to be literature, but rather a sort of 
ephemeral journalism. Such literary 
reputation as Shakspere achieved im 
his own lifetime was derived from his 
own two poems rather than from his 
Own score plays. Even today the lit- 
erary critic is inclined to be skep- 
teal as to the literary value of a play 
whieh he has not been able to con- 
sider carefully in the library. The

Same perfunctory praise that they also 
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lavisht on his eontemporaries, unsus- | 


picious that he differed from them in 
kind as well as in degree. In fact, they 
often seem to hold him less important 
than certain of these contemporaries. 
As late as 1612, Webster praised 
Chapman and Jonson and Beaumont 
and Fletcher, each with an apt phrase 
of laudation, and then dismist collee- 
tively “the right happy and copious 
industry” of Shakspere, Dekker and 
Heywood. Perhaps this is really more 
significant than the total omission of 
Shakspere’s name from the “Address 
to the Reader” which Shirley prefixt 
to the folio of Beaumont and Fletcher 
in 1647. Yet attention may be drawn 
to Shirley’s assertion that to mention 
Beaumont and Fletcher is “to draw a 
eloud upon all former names,” since 
the book containing their plays is 
“without flattery, the greatest monu- 
ment of the scene that time and hu- 
manity have produced.” 

‘'o us Shakspere is the mighty cre- 
ator of character and the marvellous 
reader of the human soul; but to the 
men of his own time, even to. the con- 
temporary dramatists who had most 
oceasion to be familiar with his works, 
he is primarily a story-teller, who con- 
trived interesting dramas of a varied 
ingenuity and of an approved popu- 
larity, an honest craftsman to be 
praised for his “copious industry.” 
There is no jealousy in this, for there 
is no suspicion of any superiority to 
excite jealousy. Indeed, the tone of 
the allusions to him during his life- 
time and in the years immediately fol- 
lowing his death is almost uni- 
formly complimentary. The praise 
which is seant for the playwright, al- 
tho not infrequent for the poet, is 
cordial and abundant for the man. 
There are good words in plenty for 
Shakspere’s courtesy and friendliness; 
and there are fine words for his narra- 
tive poems; but there are no really 
appreciative words for his plays. 

When his tragedies and comedies 
come in for commendation, as they do 
occasionally, the praise is perfunctory, 
or at best indiscriminating. For cor- 
dial praise, founded upon a genuine 
appreciation of Shakspere’s abiding 
qualities, we must wait for Ben Jon- 
son’s verses, prefixt to the folio of 
1623. And even that noble and heart- 
felt recognition conforms ‘to the cur- 
rent convention of vague and extrava- 
gant eulogy which was then held to be 
proper in dedicatory verse. Jonson 
sets Shakspere above Lyly and Kyd 
and Marlowe, and puts him by the side 
of Aeschylus, Sophocles and Eurip- 
ides.. But this is quite the sort of 
thing that was then expected of the 
poet who praised a dead friend in the 
forefront of the dead friend’s works. 
Loftily phrased as is Jonson’s com- 
mendation, it is devoid of critical 
specifications; it does not ‘single out 
any of the qualities for which we now 
hold Shakspere in highest esteem. 

It is.only fair to conclude that if 
Ben Jonson, writing within seven 
years after Shakspere’s death, had not 
yet discovered the secure basis of 
Shakspere’s future fame, this founda- 
tion was hidden from his contem- 
poraries less gifted in criticism than 
Jonson himself.

The same 

may be said of the 

following ease, reported by a Russian 
authority on sleep and dreams. Marie 
de Manaceine: 

“A young man of twenty-two was 
driving with his wife, when by chance a 
child fell down before the carriage and 
a wheel passed over it, crushing the 
head. The young man was seized with 
horror, and the same night he started 
up in his sleep, exclaiming, ‘Save the 
child!’ This was repeated many nights, 
sometimes several times during the 
night, with piercing shrieks. It was 
always very difficult to awaken the 
dreamer, and when awakened he could 
remember nothing, except that he was 
tortured by frightful dreams, and that 
the image of the injured child never 
left him. This went on for two years; 
when epileptic attcecks began to ap- 
pear, and he rapidly fell into a state 
of complete denientia.” 

Many serious diseases of the mind 
and the nervous system are ushered 
in by dreams which, if their implica- 
tions are understood, are of great help 
to the physician ealled upon to make a 
diagnosis, and may further indicate the 
treatment to be followed in order to 
cure or to arrest the disease. Fre- 
quently, moreover, diseases of other 
organs besides the brain are presaged 
in their incipient stages by dreams. 
What actually happens is that the 


‘slight changes in the bodily tissues in- 


volved in the onset of the disease give 
rise to sensations which, while too 
faint to be perceived when one is ab- 
sorbed in the activities of waking life, 
make themselves felt during sleep, 
and are communicated to the eon- 
sciousness of the victim in the form of 
dreams. Often, it must be said, these 
premonitory dreams are highly sym- 
bolical; but even in such cases, they 
are susceptible of a ready interpreta- 
tion by experts in dream action. 

To give an illustration, a business 
man, who ten years before had spent 
a winter in Egypt, began to dream, 
night after night, of scenes and epi-

“Yet the disease 
has been making 
headway for some 
time. Have you never 
had any trouble of 
the kind before?” 

“No — hold on! 
Yes, I have! Ten 
years ago, when I 
was in Egypt, I had 
a severe attack of in- 
flammation of the 
eyes,” 

In that moment 
. the explanation of 
his Egyptian dreams flached on him. 
The slight organie changes provoked 
by the developing disease had been 
sufficient to set up an excitation caus- 
ing a dream process, and — by subcon- 
scious association of ideas — impelling | 
this to take the form of dreams re- 
ferring back to the time and place 
where he had previously experienced 
eye trouble. The correctness of this 
view was abundantly demonstrated by 
the fact that, as soon as the oculist 
had begun to relieve the inflammatory 
condition, the patient ceased to dream 
about Egypt. 

Occasionally, warnings received in 
this way are confined to a single dream. 

Fortunately, it usually happens that 
premonitory dreams indicative of on- 
coming disease are recurrent, as in the 
case of the business man afflicted with 
eye trouble; and, however symbolical 
and distorted they may be, they 
usually localize more or less distinetly 
the organ affected. This means that 
all of us ought to watch our dreams 
closely, so that, if necessary, we may 
profit from them. If, for instance, a 
person has a recurrent dream of a dog 
or cat attacking any particular part of 
the body, it is likely that that part is 
in need of medical, perhaps surgical 
attention; and the sooner the warning 
is heeded, the better it may be for the 
orn of the dreamer:

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Saving Time 

I sumt at my works, Maxim, New 
Jersey, a frame building of generous 
proportions, of which I was quite 
proud. In it I installed various proc- 
esses and apparatus for making smoke- 
less gunpowder; and | told one of my 
assistants to have a gauge put on a 
large bell-drier that was employed for 
the time being to extract the moisture 
from about forty pounds of guneotton. 
He gave instructions to a machinist to 
do the job, telling him to remove the 
guncotton first. 

As it would only be necessary for 
him to bore a hole through the bell- 
drier and to screw in the connecting 
pipe, the machinist thought it a use- 
less expenditure of time and effort to 
remove the guncotton. After he had 
bored the hole nearly through, he took 
a punch and hammer to knock out the 
remaining burr. A spark ignited the 
guncotton; and that bell-drier went 
night up through the roof and turned 
a somersault, striking about a hundred 
feet away. The walls of the building 
on the end where the explosion oc- 
curred were thrown outward, and the 
roof eame down. 

My assistant and another young man 
were in the building with the machinist 
at the time. Although dazed by the 
shock, they immediately rushed to the 
rescue of the poor fellow, who lay 
prostrate under a pile of burning dé- 
bris. Not much could be done for the 
unfortunate man; and he died soon 
afterward. 

This instance is a type of many that 
result from inadequate precaution by 
workmen in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives,

Sir Frederick’s Bonfire 

Sirk FREDERICK ABEL, who was the 
originator of the modern process of 
making high-grade guneotton and of 
compressing it into dense cakes for 
use, told me the following story: 

At one time, Sir Frederick had about 
five tons of dry gunecotton which was 
not of sufficient purity to stand the 
Government tests. He had, on former 
oceasions, frequently demonstrated 
that the compressed guncotton, even 
though dry, would quietly burn away, 
without exploding, when ignited; so 
now he fancied that his five tons would 
make a capital bonfire. With the idea 
of providing a novel entertainment, he 
invited a party of friends to witness 
the unique conflagration. 

His guests developed a greater spirit 
of aloofness than did their host, and 
kept at a respectful distance; while Sir 
Frederick advanced toward the pile of 
explosive and threw a lighted torch 
upon it. He then retreated a short dis- 
tance to avoid the intense heat, expect- 
ing to see the whole pile burn away. 

It started to burn; but, as I have 
already said about dynamite, it is no- 
tional stuff. On this oceasion, the gun- 
cotton took a notion to explode after 
it got fairly on fire, which did not take 
very long. The whole mass detonated 
with terrific violence; and, even before 
Sir Frederick had retreated as far as 
he expected to go, he was knocked 
senseless by the concussion, and nearly 
every particle of clothing was blown 
from his body. He recovered, after 
several months, from his bruises and 
lacerations. 

He had learned, also, a useful lesson 
—that a small quantity of dry gun- 
eotton ean be very well depended on 
to burn quietly away without detonat- 
ing; but, .when a large mass of it is 
ignited, that the greater heat of com- 
bustion and the greater pressure gen- 
erated in expelling the larger quantity 
of the products of combustion, is al- 
most sure to produce detonation.

Smithfield was with- 
out pavement until 1614. 

The now beautiful Berlin allowed 
its streets to go without even a clear- 
ing or cleaning until the middle of the 
seventeenth century; and until 1681 it 
was a popular practice to place pig 
pens immediately beneath the front 
windows of the houses. Every kind 
of filth and dirt was thrown into the 
streets of Warsaw up to the com- 
paratively recent year 1823. 

The seventeenth century was well 
advanced before any street in New 
York was paved. The first thorough- 
fare to be paved was called Stone 
street to distinguish it from the other, 
mud roads. And Stone street it is 
to-day. In 1812, Broadway was paved 
only as far as the stone bridge that 
spanned the ditch that gave Canal 
street its name. At the breaking out 
of the Civil War, in 1861, Fifth Ave- 
nue was not paved north of Forty- 
second street.

A® Bertrand Bozon, the sculptor, 
raised his mallet one day, he 
noticed that it trembled slightly in his 
hand; and then he realized for the first 
time, though he had lived eighty-eight 
years, that he had at last become an 
old man. 

He dropped the faithful implement, 
which he dared no longer -trust, sat 
down in front of the still shapeless 
block of marble, and tried to think. 
His mind was full of anguish, his head 
dizzy, his ideas seattered as if by a 
storm. 

Now, that he should have to cease 
working, what could he do to fill the 
long, sad days that life might still 
bring him in weary line? For thirty 
years he had scorned the society of 
men, tired of their flattery and his own 
success. Leaving the studios, with 
their atmosphere of envy and gossip, 
he had surrendered himself wholly to 
work and to solitude. Fleeing from the 
salons, full of idleness and frivolity, 
he had led a simple and arduous life 
in his native village. 

Wrestling incessantly with the mar- 
ble; taking up one heavy task after 
another; opposing creation to the 
threats af death; he had found peace 
in the sound of his mallet strokes. 

Now old age had leapt at -him, seiz- 
ing him not by the head but by the 
hands—by . those poor,  toil-worn 
hands that had served him so well until 
then — and the chill of that treacher- 
ous grasp had set him trembling. 

Suddenly a thought pressed itself 
upon him— what had become of all 
the beautiful children of his genius? 
Where were they? And his heart 
throbbed with longing to see them once 
again. For the paternity of the artist 
is full of subtle pain. 

Years before, Bertrand had given to 
the world a bewitching piece of work 
that had gained for him the applause 
and incense-burning due to a master- 
piece. It had marked his first real sue- 
eess and had brought him the assur- 
ance of a fortunate future. If he 
treasured the thought of it as an 
artist; if he took pride in it as a 
parent; if he felt gratitude toward it 
for the victory over hunger and cold 
which it had brought him, he felt at the 
same time all the passionate tenderness 
of a lover for that one work. And he 
longed to gaze upon it once again. 

The fulfilment of his longing need 
not encounter serious obstacles. The 
state had bought that group of “Myrd- 
hyn and Vyvyan,” and he would find 
it gracing one of the public parks of 
Paris.
